LONDON.  June  II.— The  following  is 
the  text  of  Great  Britain's  reply  to  the 
request  from  the  Russian  Government 
on  May  3  for  an  exposition  of  the  Brit- 
ish war  alms: 

"In  the  proclamation  to  the  Russian 
people  enclosed  with  the  note  it  is  said 
that  free  Russia  doea  not  purpose  to 
dominate  other  peoples  or  take  from 
them  their  national  patrimony  or  for- 
cibly occupy  foreign  territory.  In  this 
sentiment  the  British  Government  hear- 
tily concurs.  They  did  not  enter  the 
war  as  a  war  of  conquest:  they  are  not 
continuing  It  for  such  objects.  Their 
purpose  at  tho  outset  was  to  defend  the 
existence  of  their  country  and  enforce 
respect  for  international  engagements. 
To  those  objects  now  have  been  added 
that  of  liberating  populations  oppressed 
by  alien  tyranny. 

Oaaa  ef  Poland 

"They  heartily  rejoice,  therefore,  that 
free  Runala  has  announced  liar  Inten- 
tion of  liberating  Poland,  not  only  Po- 
land ruled  by  the  old  Russian  autocracy, 
hut  equally  that  within  the  domination 
of  the  Germanic  Umpire*.  in  this  en- 
terprise the  British  democracy  wish 
Russia   god-speed. 

"Beyond  everything,  we  must  seek 
such  settlement -as  will  secure  the  hap- 
piness and  contentment  of  peoples  and 
take  away  all  legitimate  causes  of  fu- 
tura  war. 

"The  British  Government  heartily 
Join  with  their  Russian  allies  In  their 
acceptance  and  approval  of  the  principal 
laid  down  by  President  .Wilson  In'  bis 
historic  message  to  the  American  Con- 
gress. These  are  the  alms  for  which 
the  British  peoples  are  righting.  These 
are  the  principles  by  which  their  war 
poller   Is  and  will  be  guided. 

"The  British  Government  believe  that, 
broadly  speaking,  the  agreements  thay 
have  from  time  to  time  made  with  their 
Allies  are  conformable  to  these  stan- 
dard*, hut  If  the  Russian  Government 
so  desire,  they  are  suite  ready  with 
their  Allies  to  examine,  and.  If  need  be, 
to  revise  these  agreements."

•'Thfcjtogrtout  thMe  whole  of  the  moun- 
tain zone  operations  there  was  '  more 
lighting  than  usual  yesterday,  especial- 
ly between  the  Adige  and  Brenta 
rivers.  Last  night  the  enemy  waa- 
driven  back  and  followed  to  the  Tonale 
pass  in  the  upper  Chleza  valley,  on 
the  slope  of  Dosso  Caslna. 

"On"  the  Aslago  plateau  our  artillery 
destroyed  the  enemy's  system  of  de- 
fences at  several  points.  Our  infantry, 
attacking  during  a  violent  storm  in  the 
direction  of  Mounts  Zebo  and  Rornla, 
carried  the  Angello  pasB  and  captured 
apparently  tha  whole  of  Mount  Arte- 
gia  (6,520  feet  high),  east  of  Cima 
Undice.  This  surprise  attack,  which 
was  strongly  pushed  home,  left  612 
prisoner^  Including  seven  officers,  In 
our   hands. 

"Our  aircraft  at  the  same  time,  not- 
withstanding aOverse  weather  condi- 
tions, successfully  bombed  the  enemy*s 
area  in  the  rear  of  his  heavy  batteries 
In  the  upper  valleys  of  the  Astico  and 
Assa.  All  our  machines  returned 
safely. 

"On  the  remainder  of  the  front  there 
were  desultory  of  fire  on  the  part  of 
the  enemy  to  which  we  replied. 

"On  tha  Carao  attacks  on  our  lines 
near  Castagnavtzza  were  completely 
repulsed.      We   took    some  prisoners." 


engaged  in  this  operation,  or  were  In  a 
position  to  observe  its  results  state 
that  the  burning  oil.  which  fell  in 
sheets  of  flame  over  portions  of  the 
enemy's  trenches,  completely  demoral- 
ized the  occupants.  More  prisoners 
were  taken  there  than  at  any  other 
part  of  the  line. 

Tfee  success  of  the  burning  oil  de- 
pends largely  on  the  skill  of  the  men 
working  the  projecting  apparatus.  As 
a  means  of  causing  panic  In  the  ranks 
of  the  enemy  this  mode  of  warfare  is 
a  more  marked  success  than  gas, 
doubtless  because  of  Its  greater  spread- 
ing capacity  and  because  It  is  more 
deadly. 

Buried   1st   Sngonts 

Another  feature  of  the  raid  Sunday 
morning  was  tha  remarkable  experience 
of  two  platoons  of  a  Canadian  bat- 
talion waiting  here  to  go  over.  They 
were  ahelterlng  In  deep  dugouts  in 
former  German  lines,  when  a  local  en., 
amy  barrage  of  great  Intensity  smashed! 
all  tha  entrances  to  tha  dugouts.  Tho 
men  beneath  had  no  tools  with  which 
to  dig  their  rray  out.  This  waa  done 
by  their  comradea  above.  The  work  of 
rescue  wag  barely  completed  when  the 
appointed  hour  for  the  raid  arrived. 
Yet  the  men  who  had  been  buried  in  the 
dugouts  went  over  -with  the  others  aa  If 
nothing  had   happened. 

Raiding  was  resumed  on  Sunday  at 
tha  northern  end  of  our  lines.  Two  par- 
ties reached  the  enemy's  trenches  by 
stealth  1st  daylight,  a  remarkable  feat, 
and  bombed  the  occupants,  causing  a 
number  of  casualties. 

Angered  by  these  methods,  whlci. 
ware  not  according  to  tha  standard  teat- 
books,  .the  enemy  put  on  a  barrage  for 
forty-five  minutes,  which  proved  that 
he  has  plenty  of  guns,  great  and  small, 
on  this  front. 

Information  as  to  the  morale  of  the 
German  infantry  shows  that  the  enemy 
has  found  It  necessary  to  use  tha  Al- 
sace-Lorralners  and  Poles  at  this  front. 
The  number  of  lads  in  the  enemy  ranks 
also  increases  rapidly. 

This  (Monday)  morning  toyrentlal 
rains  have  caused  a  suspension  of  all 
military  operations.

ROME.  June  11.— A  crisis  in  tha 
Italian  cabinet  has  developad  whan  least 
expected,  only  a  few  daya  before  the 
reopening  of  Parliament,  act  for  June 
14.  For  some  tlmo  a  disagreement  be- 
tween tha  membera  of  the  cabinet  haa 
been  known  to  exist,  especially  between 
Baron  Sonnino.  Miniater  of  Foreign  Af- 
faire, and  tha  other  ministers. 

The  friction  reachod  a  climax  whan 
the  members  of  the  Italian  Mlasion  was 
to  be  selected.  Then  Baron  Sonnino 
put  his  veto  on  tha  appointment  of  sev- 
eral persons  whom  the  other  ministers 
coelderad  most  suitable  for  tha  task, 
and  declared  that  ha  wbuld  resign  If 
their  appointment  was  insisted  upon. 
Wishing  to  avoid  a  crisis  at  aueh  a 
grave  moment  of  the  nation's  history, 
the  cabinet  yielded  to  Sontnlno'a  opinion. 

The  life  of  the  cabinet,  however, 
seemed  assured,  particularly  after  the 
recent  successes  on  tha  Carao  front, 
when  suddenly  a  proclamation  was  pub- 
lished, announcing  tho  Independence  of 
Albania  under  an  Italian  protectorate 
Aa  the  Foreign  Minister  haa  admitted 
that  it  would  perhaps  have  been  hatter 
to  submit  the  proclamation  of  Albania's 
Independence  to  the  Council  of  Minis- 
ters before  publishing  it.  hopes  are  en- 
tertained that  aa  agreement  will  ba 
reached  before  the  reopening  of  the 
Chamber. 

Soma  still  trust  that  the  influence  of 
the  King  and  tho  patriotism  of  Premier 
Boeeetll  and  the  other  miniater*  maty  be 
strong  enough  to  keep  tbe  ministry  in 
once.  Tbe  King  hats  arrived  in  Roma 
from  thewVront  and  will  mho  tho  situa- 
tion In  hand. 


"Uur  progress  southeast  of  Messlnes 
has  continued.

"The  enemy  made  no  further  counter- 
attacks south  of  Tpres,  but  his  artil- 
lery continued  active  in  this  region.

"On  the  La  Baasee-Bethune  road, 
northeast  of  Vermellee,  and  near  Hui- 
loeh,  enemy  reconnolterlng  advances 
were  repulsed. 

"Army  Group  of  the  German  Crown 
Prince — On  the  Chemln  des  .Dame*,  to 
the  weat  of  Cerny,  our  troope  broke  into 
the  French  trenches  In  a  surprise  attack 
and  annihilated  the  occupants,  witn  th«. 
exception  of  those  who  fled.  Onr  men 
returned   with  aome  prisoners.

OTTAWA,  June  11.— Hon.  E.  L  Patee- 
aud.-.  Secretary  of  State  In  the  Bordea 
Government,  haa  resigned,  and  his  reslg. 
nation  has  been  accepted  by  Sir  Robert 
Borden,  it  has  been  known  alnee  the  an- 
nouncement Of  the  Government's  intention 
to  introduce  conscription  that  Mr.  Paten- 
aude  haa   been    vigorously   opposed   to  it. 

It  Is  understood  that  the  reason  given 
by  Mr.  Patenaude  to  Sir  nobert  for  his 
action  was  that  he  considered  his  present 
position  untenable  in  view  of  the  opposi- 
tion to  conscription  In  the  Province  of 
Qiebec.  Mr.  Patenaude  has  been  the 
French-Canadian  representative  in  the 
Government  for  the  Montreal  district  since 
October,  1915.  when  he  became  Minister  of 
inland  Revenue.  He  was  not  at  that  time 
a  member  of  the  Dominion  House,  but 
had  sat  as  the  representative  of  La  Prairie 
in  the  Quebec  Legislature  for  several 
years.  He  was  elected  by  acclamation  for 
the   Hochelaga  division  of  Montreal. 

Mr.  Patenaude  continued  to .  be  Minister 
of  Inland  Revenue  until  the  death  of  tho 
Hon.  T.  Chase  Caagraln,  former  Post- 
master-General, when  Hon.  p.  e.  Blondln 
wan  shifted  from  the  State  to  the  Post 
Office  Department  and  Mr.  Patenaude  be- 
came  Secretary  of  State,  Hon.  Atbert  Se- 
vlgny  taking  his  place  in  the  Inland  Rev. 
enue    Department.

CONSCRIPTION 


Measure  Introduced  at  Yester- 
day's Sitting  by  Sir  Robert 
Borden  —  Ten  Classes  of 
Men  Subject  to  Draft 


OTTAWA,  June  11. — Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den's compulsory  service  measure  was 
Introduced  this  afternoon  In  the  House 
of  Commons.  It  Is  called  the  Military 
Service  Act,  ltl7.  Thla  Is  tha  name 
that  was  given  similar  measures  In 
Great   Britain  and  New  Zealand. 

Sir  Robert's  bill  commences  with  a 
recital  of  the  compulsory  service  pro- 
visions of  the  Militia  Act  passed  in 
1*04.  It  recites  also  the  clauses  of  that 
act  which  render  the  militia  liable  to  bo 
sent  for  service  In  or  out  of  Canada  for 
the  defence  thereof.  It  then  proceeds 
to  explain  that  owing  to  the  large  vol- 
untary enlistment  of  those  who  other- 
wise would  be  producers  in  Canada  and 
to  theanecesslty  of  maintaining  produc- 
tion of  the  highest  possible  limit,  the 
drafting  of  men  as  provided  in  the 
Militia  Act  would  be  unwise  and  im- 
provident and  that  the  men  now  re- 
quired should  be  secured  by  a  prooess 
of  selection.  The  bill  provides  for 
securing' reinforcements  which,  unless 
Parliament  should  grant  further  author- 
isation, are  not  to  exceed   100,000  men. 

Tea  Classes  Defined 


It  sets  out  ten  distinct  classes  from 
which  drafts  may  he  selected,  these 
classes  to  be  celled  up  In  the  order 
named.     They   are    as    follows: 

Class  1 — Those  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  90  years  and  were  born  not 
earlier  than  the  year  1894  and  are  un- 
married or  are  widowers  but  have  no 
children. 

Class  2 — Those  who  were  horn  In 
tho  years  1889  to  1893,  both  years  In- 
clusive, and — are — unmarried — or-  ara 
widowers  who  have  no  children. 

Class  3 — Those  who  were  horn  in  the 
years  1881  to  1888,  both  years  In- 
clusive, and  are  unmarried  or  are 
widowers   who  have  no   children. 

Class  4 — Those  who  have  attained 
the  age  of  20  years  and  were  born  not 
earlier  than  the  year  1894  and  are 
married  or  are  widowers  who  have  a 
child  or  children. 

Class  6 — Those  who  were  born  In  the 
years  1889  to  1898,  both  inclusive,  and 
are  married  or  are  widowers  who  have 
a  child  or  children. 

Class  8 — Those  who  were  born  In 
the  years  1888  to  1888,  both  inclusive, 
and  are  married  or  are  widowers  with 
a  child   or  children. 

Class  7 — Those  who  were  born  in  the 
years  1878  to  1882.  both  inclusive,  and 
are  unmarried  or  are  widowers  who 
have  no  children. 

Class  8 — Those  who  were  born  in  the 
years  1878  to  1882,  both  inclusive,  and 
are  married  or  are  widowers  who  have 
a  child  or  children. 

Class  9 — Those  who  were  born  in  the 
years  1872  to  1875,  both  inclusive,  and 
are  unmarried  or  are  widowers  who 
have  no  children. 

Class  10 — Those  who  were  born  in 
the  years  1872  to  1875,  both  Inclusive, 
and  are  married  or  are  widowers  who 
have  a  child  or  children. 

Transfers  Provided  For 

Any  class,  except  Class  1,  shall  In- 
clude men  who  are  transferred  thereto 
from  another  class  as  hereinunder  pro- 
vided and  men  who  have  come  within 
Class  1  since  the  previous  class  was 
called  out. 

The  order  in  which  the  classes  are 
described  shall  be  the  order  in  which 
they  may  be  called  out  on  active  ser- 
vice, provided  the  Governor-ln-Councll 
may  divide  any  class  into  sub-classes, 
in  which  case  the  sub-class  shall  be 
called  out  in  order  of  age,  beginning 
with  the  youngest. 

The  Governor-in-Councll  may  from 
time  to  time  by  proclamation  call  out 
for  active  service  as  aforesaid  for  the 
defence  of  Canada,  any  class  or  sub- 
class of  men  as  described  and  all  men 
within  the  class  or  sub-class  so  called 
out  shall,  from  the  date  of  such  procla- 
mation, be  deemed  to  be  soldiers. 

The  system  of  exemption  has  evi- 
dently been  worked  out  with  great 
care,  there  are  to  be  three  tribunals. 
First  of  all.  local  tribunals,  composed 
of  two  persons,  are  to  sit  in  each  lo- 
cality wherever  designated  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Justice.  One  of  these  two  men 
is  to  be  chosen  by  the  senior  County 
Court  Judge  of  the  district  where  the 
tribunal  first  sits.  The  other  is  to  he 
chosen  by  a  board  of  selection  and  this 
board  of  selection  Is  to  be  named,  not 
by  the  Government,  hut  by  Parliament. 
The  Premier's  Intention  Is  that  It  shall 
be  composed  of  men  acceptable  to  'all 
elements  of  political  faith. 

These  local  tribunals  shall  hear  ap- 
plications for  exemption  and  the  prin- 
ciples upon  which  they  shall  act  are  set 
out  In  the  bill.  Boiled  down  they  re- 
quire that  the  tribunals  shall  decide 
whether  or  not  the  man  who  asks  for 
exemption  Is  best  serving  the  national 
interest  with  the  work  he  Is  at  or  In 
military  service. 

Appeal   Tribunal 

The  next  tribunal  Is  called  an  appeal 
tribunal  and  is  composed  of  one  Judge 
of  any  court  to  be  designated  by  the 
Chief  Justioe  of  tho  Province  where 
tho  appeal  Is  entered.  All  applicants 
for  exemption  and  anyone  authorised 
by  the  Militia  Department  has  free 
right  of  appeal  to  this  appeal  tribunal. 
Above  appeal  tribunals  throughout  all 
the  Provinces  there  Is  a  central  appeal 
Judge.  This  central  appeal  Judge  is  to 
be  chosen  from  the  present  Supreme 
Court  of  Canada.  He  is  to  determine 
by  regulation  the  conditions  upon  which 
appeal  may  be  made  to  him.  Provision

Parsons  chosen  to  be  members  of  e 
local  tribunal  are  evidently  to  be  paid 
expenses,  but  era  not  to  receive  emolu- 
ment This  should  make  for  the  ap- 
pointment of  men  of  high  character 
and  standing,  anxious  to  do  public  ser- 
vice at  this  time  They  are  protected 
against  alt  liability  so  long  as  they  act 
in  good  faith.  They  are  furthermore 
compelled  to  perform  their  duties  if 
appointed,  unless  released  from  their 
obligation  by  the  authority,  which  ap- 
points them. 

A  registrar  la  to  be  appointed  for 
each  Province  whose  duty  it  will  be  to 
receive  appeals  and  allocate  them  by 
districts  for  ths  convenience  of  the 
chief  Justice  In  tho  selection  and  allo- 
cation of  the  appeal  tribunal. 
Conditional  Certificates 

Certificates  of  exemption  that  may 
be  grsntod  sre  evidently  Intended  to  be 
in  the  main,'  conditional  certificates. 
Men  may  be  exempted  for  a  limited 
time  or  pending  the  happening  of  some 
event.  They  may  also  in  proper  cases 
be  placed  In  the  class  next  In  order 
and  required  to  report  for  duty  when 
such  class  is  called.  Applications  for 
exemption  may  be  made  by  one  person 
on  behalf  of  another  and  may  be  made 
to  any  local  tribunal  in  the  Province 
where  the  applicant  resides.  A  local 
tribunal  once  chosen,  however,  by  an 
applicant  can  not  be  afterwards 
changed. 

Those  exempted  wholly  from  the 
operations  of  the  bill  are  practically 
the  same  as  Is  the  case  In  Great  Brit- 
ain. They  consist  of  men  forming  part 
of  His  Msjesty's  regular  or  reserve 
forces  and  of  men  in  the  Royal  Navy, 
Royal  Marines,  or  the  naval  service  and 
of  men  who  have  already  served  in  the 
Allies'  side  in  the  present  war  and 
received  an  honorable  discharge.  There 
are  also  excepted,  clergy  and  ministers 
of  religion  and  certain  members  of 
the  Mennonlte*  and  Doukhobors  prom- 
ised exemptions  by  the  Dominion  in 
1878  and  1888.  When  the  class  to 
which  any  man  belongs  is  called  out 
each  member  of  that  class  becomes  a 
member  of  the  militia  subject  of  course 
to  his  right  to  apply  for  exemption.

Commander  of  Canadian 
Forces  in  France  Issues 
Special  Order  on  Retiring 
From  France, 


CANADIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 
FRANCE.  June  10,  Via  London,  June  11. 
-HBy  Stewart  Lyon,  the  Canadian  Over- 
seas Press  Correspondent.) — The  Cana- 
dians in  France  are  no  longer  "the  Byng 
Boys."  Lleut.-Gen.  Sir  Julian  Byng  bade 
goodbye  to  his  associates  at  headquar- 
ters yesterday.  Before  his  departure 
the  corps  commander  Issued  a  special 
order  In  which  he  said: 

"In  bidding  goodbye  to  the  corps  I 
find  It  very  difficult  to  give  expression 
to  the  feelings  of  pride  and  affection 
which  dominate  all  other  sentiments. 
During;  the  year  of  my  command  the 
unvarying  success  in  battle,  the  pro- 
gress in  training  and  discipline,  and  the 
unswerving  devotion  and  loyalty  of  all 
ranks,  are  features  which  stand  out 
prominently  in  the  history  of  the  corps. 
That  history  will  last  forever,  and  my 
association  with  you  In  the  making  of  it 
Is  a  Joy  that  can  never  be  Impaired." 

The  men  in  the  ranks,  as  well  as  the 
officers  with  whom  he  was  more  inti- 
mately associated,  regret  exceedingly 
the  departure  of  the  commander  of  the 
Canadian  forces. 

The  raid  by  Canadian  troops  on  Satur- 
day morning,  it  Is  now  known,  resulted 
in  the  infliction  of  far  more  serious 
losses  on  the  enemy  than  at  first  esti- 
mated, while  the  Canadian  casualties 
were  relatively  light,  considering  the 
number  of  men  engaged  and  the  depth  to 
which  the  enemy's  positions  were  pene- 
trated. In  one  section  of  the  front.  It 
Is  stated  in  an  official  report,  thirty 
dead  were  counted  and  twelve  prisoners 
were  taken  by  the  Canadians,  whose 
losses  were  only  two  killed  and  five 
wounded.  If  the  enemy  losses  along 
the  entire  front  were  In  the  same  pro- 
portion to  those  of  the  Canadians  in  this 
small  portion,  the  raid  must  have  cost 
the  Germans  more  casualties  than  any 
other  affair  on  this  part  of  the  line  since 
the  Battle  of  Vlmy  Ridge. 

A  new  method  of  warfare  used  by  the 
Canadians  for  the  first  time  was  the 
projection,  before  the  assault,  of  200 
drums  of  burning  oil  into  parts  of  the 
enemy  front. 


WDi  REPRESENT 


Lord  Northcliffe  Arrives  to  Su- 
pervise War  Work  in  United 
States  —  Co-ordination  Is 
Needed. 


AN  ATLANTIC  PORT  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES,  June  11.  —  Lord 
Northcliffe,  sent  on  an  errand  to  the 
United  StateB  to  co-ordinate  the  British 
activities  here  as  a  commmerclal  rep- 
resentative of  the  British  Government, 
arrived  in  the  United  States  today  on 
an   American  steamship. 

As  head  of  the  British  War  Mission 
In  this  country,  Lord  Northcliffe,  ownei 
of  The  London  Times  and  other  English 
newspapers,  comes.  It  Is  understood,  to 
work  along  industrial  and  economic  lines 
In  the  furtherance  of  his  Government's 
Interests  In  the  United  States. 

Lord,  Northcliffe  Issued  the  following 
statement: 

"The  War  Cabinet  has  designated  me 
head  of  the  British  War  Mission  to 
the  United  states,  and  1  ha\e  been  in- 
structed to  try  to  co-ordinate  the  work 
of  the  various  admirable  British  organ- 
izations  already   established   here. 

"I  wish  to  express  my  very  great  per- 
sonal pleasure  at  being  again  in  the 
United  States  and  to  say  that  the  whole 
British  people  have  a  profound  sense  of 
grateful  appreciation  of  the  magnificent 
welcome  accorded  Mr.  Balfour  and  his 
associates  and  the  complete  success  In 
their  mission." 

Will  visit  Canada 

MONTREAL.  Juno  11.— The  Gazette's 
correspondent  In  London  cables  that  In- 
quiry made  at  the  Foreign  Office  as  to 
whether  Lord  Northcllffe's  mission  will 
bring  him  to  Canada,  elicited  the  state- 
ment that  such  an  extension  of  his  visit 
has  not  been  formally  arranged.  "But 
you  can  assume."  said  tha  official,  ac- 
cording  to  r^ he  Gazette's  correspondent, 
"that  whoever  goes  to  the  United  States 
in  these  times  goes  to  Canada  also,  and 
Lord  Northcliffe,  with  both  personal 
and  business  interests  that  havo  to  do 
with  all  America,  will  hardly  pass  Can- 
ada by." 

Lord  Northcllffe's  mission  is  not  to 
carry  on  the  work  which  was  Initiated 
by  Hon.  Mr.  Balfour,  but  to  co-ordinate 
and  correlate  the  various  phases  of  the 
work  from  the  business  point  of  view. 
Already  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the 
United  States  In  the  past  lost  some  time 
over  inquiries  into  procedure,  but  that 
this  should  now  be  prevented,  as  Lord 
Northcliffe,  having  seen  all  the  armies 
In  the  field  and  being  thoroughly  con- 
versant with  government  methods  and 
the  former  fallings  of  the  British  Gov- 
ernment, is  in  a  position  to  prevent 
America  from  falling  into  the  original 
British  pitfalls. 

An  American  official  occupying  a  high 
position  stated  privately  that  Lord 
Northcliffe  would  be  persona  grata  In 
the  United  States  and  that  his  mission 
would  be  eminently  successful,  the  cor- 
respondent adds.

The  method  of  selection  of  exemption 
tribunals  can  arouse  no  political  criti- 
cism. The  first  is  to  consist  of  two 
men,  one  ohosen  by  the  senior  County 
Court  Judge  and  the  other  by  a  board 
of  selection  named  by  Parliament  and 
acceptable  to  all  elements  of  political 
faith.  The  second  tribunal  is  to  be 
one  of  appeal  to  which  men  not  exempt- 
OS  by  the  nrst  tribunal,  If  they  desire, 
can  toko  their  cases.  This  will  con- 
sist of  a  Judge  designated  by  the  Chief 
Justices  of  each  Province.  In  addition 
there  is  to  be  a  central  appeal  Judge 
chosen  from  the  Supreme  Court  of  Can- 
ada. He,  or  bis  appointees,  will  deter- 
mine by  regulation  the  conditions  under 
which  an  appeal  can  be  made  from  the 
second  tribunal.  This  system,  where- 
by there  are  throe  tribunals,  may  seem 
cumbersome  but  wo  believe  it  will  be 
found  to  work  smoothly.  It  provides 
efficient  safeguards  against  a  disloca- 
tion la  tho  industrial  and  business  life 
of  tho  community. 

Tho  bill  follows  closely  along  the 
lines  of  that  In  fore*  In  Great  Britain, 
but  Canada  haa  the  example  of  that 
country  aa  a  guide  and  can  thus  pre- 
vent thousands  of  fit  and  eligible  men 
of  military  ago  hiding  in  munition  fac- 
tories or  other  war  Industries  and  hold- 
lag  Jaba  which  can  be  filled  Just  aa  well 
by  woman.  By  guarding  against  this 
no  combing  out  process  will  be  neces- 
sary If  the  war  Is  prolonged. 

Until  the  foil  text  of  the  Bill  la 
available  here  It  is  not  eaey  r%  say 
anything  about  those  who  are  wholly 
exempted  from  Ha  acope.  or  the  reasons 
given  for  aueh  exemption.  .We  do  not 
know  yet  whoa  the  Act  Is  to  be  put 
In  operation,  but  apparently  that  la  to 
rest  with  tho  GoTornor-QoneraMn- 
Council.

This  state- 
meat  of  the  Prime  Minister  to  a  power- 
ful argument  against  a  general  alee- 
tfoa  wMea  would  delay  conscription, 

Wa  have  oae  auggaotijosi  to  offer  and 
that  la  that  concurrently  with  tho  In- 
troduction of  conscription  a  voluntary 
service  army  of  women  should  ho  built 
up  from  whose  ranks  oouM  bo  drawn 
substitutes  for  thooo  who  are  sum- 
moned to  arms.  la  this  way  an  dials, 
cation  in  tho  life  of  tho  country  could 
bo  avoided.  Women,  to  a  groat  extent. 
have  conscripted  themselves  far  tho  ser- 
vice of  tho  Dominion. 


Mr.  John  Hart  enters  upon  his  duties 
as  Finance  Minister  at  a  time  which 
will  teet  his  business  ability.  As  a 
political  organiser  be  has  been  success- 
ful and  as  a  citison  he  has  won  many 
friends.  Fortune  has  smiled  upon  him 
In  his  business  ventures.  He  wss  first 
elected  to  the  Legislature  at  the  last 
general  election,  less  than  a  year  ago, 
running  third  of  the  four  Victoria  can- 
didates. During  the  session  he  acted  as 
his  party's  whip,  a  position  in  which  he 
enjoyed  confidence  and  performed  cred- 
itably. Ha  did  not  speak  on  many  oc- 
casions and  as  a  consequence  Ms  views 
on  the  chief  Provincial  questions  are 
not  generally  known  but  he  has  proved 
himself  a  staunch  party  man  and  has 
earned  a  reputation  of  being  able  to 
keep   his   own  counsel. 

Why,  we  say,  he  takes  office  at  a 
testing  time  Is  because  the  Finance 
Minister  will  be  able  to  use  his  busi- 
ness sagacity  and  Influence  In  the  di- 
rection of  reducing*  the  cost  of  admini- 
stration. Wa  can  understand  that  ow- 
ing to  the  untimely  death  of  Mr.  Ralph 
Smith,  and  the  additional  duties  which 
thus  fell  to  the  share  of  Premier  Brew- 
ster, the  latter  was  unable  to  All 
the  general  expectation  of  introducing 
a  retrenchment  policy  in  the  matter  of 
the  country's  administration.  It  is  time 
steps  were  taken  to  that  end.  The 
Civil  Service  Act  has  not  yet  become 
operative  and  what  it  will  accomplish 
depends  almost  entirely  on  the  calibre 
of  the  Commissioner  to  be  appointed 
and  the  freedom  he  will  be  allowed  In 
Introducing  reforms.  The  cost  of  ad- 
ministration in  British  Columbia  in  pro- 
portion to  population  will  bear  investi- 
gation. Distances  and  the  scattered 
character  of  settlement,  of  course,  have 
to  be  taken  Into  consideration,  but  we 
think  that  a  thorough  Inquiry  will  show 
that  the  cost  has  been  too  great.  The 
expenditure  has  not  been  curtailed  by 
the  appointment  of  commissions  with 
semi-administrative  duties.  Mr.  Hart's 
business  acumen  should  stand  him  in 
good  stead  in  the  policy  of  administra- 
tive retrenchment  that  is  due.  If  he 
has  to  disappoint  the  camp  followers 
of  his  party  he  will  know  In  doing  «o 
that  he  Is  conserving  the  revenue  and, 
It  may  be,  he  will  find  channels  Into 
which  money  can  be  diverted  so  ss  to 
benefit  British  Columbia  as  a  whole  and 
make  the  Province  a  place  worth  while 
for  the  thousands  of  returning  war 
veterans  who  will  be  with  us  one  of 
these  days.

Peace  With  Victory 
Sir, — "The  day  has  come  to  conquer 
or  submit.''  In  these  words  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States  dismisses, 
summarily  and  for  all  time,  the  ap- 
peals of  the  apologists  for  peace.  There 
can  be  no  peace  but  the  peace  of  vic- 
tory. One  or  the  other  must  drain  the 
cup  of  defeat  to  the  dregs.  The  mes- 
sage of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  to  the  people  of  Russia,  at  a 
moment  when  the  latter  have  become 
arbiters  of  their  own  destiny,  marks 
a  new  era  for  democracy.  The  United 
States  la,  and  must  always  emerge 
from  every  crisis,  a  democracy;  yet,  In 
the  passing  of  a  breath,  of  peace  to 
war,  it  has  become  the  most  abaolute 
despotism  known  to  history.  One  man, 
Woodrow  Wilson,  dictates  and  exe- 
cutes the  will  of  the  nation,  and  as  a 
unit  the  nation  bends  to  the  task.  Ills 
message  to  the  people  of  Russia,  calm 
and  dispassionate  in  tenor,  clear  and 
distinct  in  the  analysis,  leaves  to  the 
people  to  whom  It  Is  addressed  but  one 
Interpretation — with  you  or  without  you 
— the  United  States  has  put  hand"  to 
the  plough,  nor  till  the  last  furrow 
has  been  turned  will  the  ploughman 
seek  respite.  To  the  people  of  Ger- 
many the  message  carries  the  death 
knell  of  their  ambitions;  to  the  rulers 
of  Germany,  the  prescience  of  certain 
retribution.

Tha  British  and  American  note*  to) 
Russia  on  the  war  alms  of  the  two 
countries  are,  as  far  as  -heir  Intents 
and  purposes  go,  identical.  There  Is 
nothing  new  In  either  of  thern  that  has 
not  already  been  explained  In  Mr,  Bal- 
four's historic  document  In  reply  to 
Germany's  peace  proposals.  But  It  Is 
well  to  know  that  the  high  Ideals 
which  have  animated  Britain  through- 
out the  war  are  now  shared  by  Presi- 
dent Wilson,  who  has.  pledged  his  coun- 
try to  the  determination  that  the  status 
quo  ante  In  Europe  cannot  be  re- 
stored. 

With  Britain  and  America's  attitude 
as  a  guide  It  appears  as  if  Russia,  if 
she   wishes    to   present   a    united    front 
with  her  Allies,  must  revise  her  doc- 
trine  of    "no    annexations     or     indem- 
nities."    Any  plea  of  that  kind  carried 
to    Its   logical    conclusion    means   peace 
without   victory,   which    In    turn   leaves 
Prussian   militarism   where    it   was    be- 
fore the   war.     Any   peace   without  vic- 
tory   will    leave    the    world    an    armed 
camp    and    destroy,    perhaps    for   ever, 
any  hope  of  a  league  of  nations  to  en- 
force   respect     for     Internstional     law. 
Those  who  talk  of   such  a  peace  have 
learned  nothing  from  the  history  of  the 
past  three  years  and  are  utterly  unable 
to  fathom  the  depth  of  German  psychol- 
ogy.   The  current   history  of   the  war 
shows  that  the  enemy  hates  Britain  to- 
day with  a  mora  deadly  hatred  than  at 
any   time   during    the   struggle.    Why? 
Simply  because  more  and   more  she  is 
realising  that  Britain  stood  in  her  path 
at  the  outeet  and  continues   to  be  the 
dominating     factor     in    preventing    her 
dreams   of   world    conquest    being    ful- 
filled.    If  Germany   Is  to  emerge  from 
this  war  as  strong  as  she  entered  it  the 
vielon    of    International    peace    reo 
Into  the  limbo  of  forgotten  things. 


Harvesting  Help 

Sir, — In  your  Issue  of  the  8th  Inst., 
Mr.  P.  Martin  criticizes  my  letter  ask- 
ing that  the  home  service  men  may  be 
made  use  of  for  the  purpose  of  assist- 
ing in  getting  In  the  crops. 

T  suggested  rather  better  terms  than 
those  usually  given  In  this  district  as 
the  men  would  be  required  for  a  short 
period  only.  My  suggestion  totalled 
12.20  and  board.  Up  here  a  day's  work 
for  a  man  Is  9  hours,  for  which  he  Is 
paid  $3,  but  he  feeds  himself.  If  he 
was  required  to  do  12  hours,  and  was 
willing  to  do  so,  he  would  draw  a  day 
and  a  quarter's  pay.  On  the  other  hand 
If   the    weather   came   bad    and   he   only 

did    half   aVlay's    work    then    he    would!    glance    clear    course 
receive   half   a    day's    pay— this    applies,    requiring    the    steadying    Influence    of 


The  Post  has  declared  Its  belief  that 
conditions  have  arisen  which  call  for 
the  formation  of  a  truly  national  gov- 
ernment, whlrtr  will  be  beyond  the 
reach  of  the  insidious  propaganda 
directed  against  the  present  Govern- 
ment on  grounds  of  partisanship.  We 
pointed  out  also  the  dangers  which  an 
election  at  this  }lme  would  entail,  mak- 
ing necessary  the  formation  of  a  non- 
party government  as  the  only  means 
of  relieving  the  political  situation 
without    an    election. 

When  one  considers  the  country's 
wealth  of  good  men,  practical  men  of 
statesmanship  and  vision  and  ability, 
the  formation  of  a  national  govern- 
ment sesma  the  most  natural  thing  In 
the  world.  Canada  Is  passing  through 
a  crisis  such  aa  the  country  has  not 
known  before,  and  to  the  end  that  the 
crisis  may  be  safely  passed  the  ser- 
vices of  the  best  men  in  the  country 
should  and  must  be  called  upon.  The 
conntry  has  the  same  right  to  demand 
that  these  men  devote  their  talents  to 
the  guidance  of  Its  national  affairs  as 
to  demand  that  others  shall  serve  over- 
seas, should  any  of  them  hesitate  to 
accept  the  call. 

The  country  has  complete  confidence 
In  Sir  Robert  Borden,  the  present  Pre- 
mier. No  man  in  Canada  now,  and  In- 
deed no  man  Canada  ever  numbered 
among  her  public  men,  could  supplant 
him  in  public  estimation  at  the  moment. 
Under  any  circumstance,  the  country 
would  hesitate  to  take  steps  which 
would  depose  him  from  the  Premier- 
ship In  this  time  of  crisis.  But  for- 
tunately It  would  not  be  necessary, 
for  Liberals  as  well  as  Conservatives 
would  demand  that  he  be  placed  at 
the   head  of  any  government   formed. 

In  his  Cabinet  are  four  men  of  out- 
standing ability,  Sir  Thomas  White, 
Sir  George  Foeter,  Sir  Edward  Kemp 
and  Hon.  Arthur  Meighen.  In  point 
of  capability  for  public  service  they 
stand  head  and  shoulders  above  the 
rest  of  the  Cabinet.  They  are  men  In 
whom  the  country  has  full  confidence. 
Not  one  of  them  could  well  be  spared 
from    a    national    government. 

On  the  Liberal  side  of  the  House 
there  is  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler,  who  epit- 
omizes the  points  of  strength  and 
weakness  in  his  race;  full  Of  fire  and 
brilliance,  capable  of  seeing  at  a 
to     a     goal,     but 


Clifford  Slfton,  a  man  of  groat  ability 
and   wide  experience. 

In  the  world  of  finance,  aa  impor- 
tant consideration,  there  are  such  men 
as  Sir  Edmund  Walker.  Sir  Frederick 
Williams- Taylor.  *  Sir  Montague  Allan, 
and  others  of  like  calibre.  Names 
which  suggest  themselves,  too,  are 
those  of  Mr.  P.  D.  Ross  and  Kir  Hugh 
Oraham,  publishers.  Labor  should  be 
represented,  and  the  names  of  Mr.  A. 
B.  Lowe  and  Mr.  James  Simpson  Im- 
mediately spring  to  mind. 

What  an  excellent  national  war  coun- 
cil these  forty  men  would  make!  What 
a  grasp  they  would  have  of  the  Do- 
minion's position  in  regard  to  world 
and  Internal  affairs!  From  their  ranks 
could  be  chosen  the  strongest,  sound-, 
sot,  most  brilliant  and  most  practical 
cabinet  Canada  has  ever  known.  The 
party  system  which  keeps  out  of  the 
ranks  of  s  government  practically  half 
the  able  men  of  the  country,  while  one 
government  remains  in  office,  and 
which  also  keeps  many-  able  man  from 
entering  public  life  at  all.  will  not 
serve  for  this  time  of  great  stress. 
Canada  requires  the  united  servlcs  of 
such  men  as  these. 

It  is  not  enough,  in  these  times,  that 
Sir  Robert  Borden  should  reconstruct 
his  Cabinet  from  the  ranks  of  his  sup- 
porters in  the  Conservative  party.  It 
is  doubtful,  i:sa>ed,  if  he  could  vary 
greatly  strengthen  It  In  this  way, 
though  be  undoubtedly  could  find  some 
more  able  men  than  he  has  so  Tar  in- 
duced to  enter  his  Cabinet.  Neither 
will  It  be  sufficient  for  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler  to  form  a  Cabinet  of  hie  own 
supporters,  for  such  men  as  Sir  Thomas 
White.  Sir  George  Foster,  Sir  Edward 
Kemp  and  Hon.  Arthur  Meighen,  to 
mention  no  more,  are  essential  to  our 
Government  at  the  present  time,  and 
could    not    well    be   replaced. 

A  coalition  cabinet,  as  such,  Is  a 
makeshift.  It  Is  almost  Inevitable 
that  there  should  be  a  certain  amount 
of  "pull-hauling"  In  a  coalition,  and  as 
a  stop  toward  efficiency  It  is  of  doubt- 
ful value.  National  government,  hew- 
ever,  amounts  to  a  dictatorship  vest- 
ed In  the  cabinet,  and  that  is  the  kind 
of  government  Canada  requires  st  the 
present  time.  National  government 
means  Kovernment  by  experts  In  gov- 
ernment and  the  various  departments 
of  the  government,  to  last  as  long  as 
the  country  requires  It.  For  ordinary 
purposes  party  government  will  serve, 
but  for  a  time  of  great  crisis,  when  it 
is  important  that  political  bickering 
should  cease,  it  will  not  serve. 

We  cannot  afford  an  election,  and 
national  government  is  a  means  of 
gaining  the  people's  confidence  with- 
out  an   election.

In  May  1 2th  the  United  States  Senate 
passed  a  bill  forbidding  "the*  uso  of 
grain,  sugar  and  syrup  In  the  pro- 
duction of  Intoxicating  liquor  in'  any 
form  or  of  any  kind,  while  the  war 
lasts." 

In  Canada  there  has  been  used  In 
a  year  In  the  manufacture  of  liquor 
over  two  million  bushels  of  barley, 
half  a  million  bushels  of  corn,  come  rye 
and  smaller  quantities  of  wheat.

TH 
lads   of   the   Maple   Leaf   gathered    from 
farm  and  forest,  from  factory  and  mine, 
from  shops  and  offices     to     defend     the 
Union  Jack,  the  emblem  of  freedom  by 
land   and    by   sea.     On    the   battle   fields 
of    Flanders    these    men    of    the    Ms  pie 
proved      more      then    a    match    for    the 
Prussian  Guards,  the  pride  of   the  Kai- 
ser,  the    most    valiant   and    best-trained 
troops     of     Germany.       Their     gallant 
deeds  of  heroism  at  Tpres,  the  Somme, 
Vlmy  Ridge  and  other  hard-fought  bat- 
tles     placed      Canada    In    the    sun.    and 
eclipsed   the     splendor   of   Cressy.    Pol- 
tiers.  Agtncourt  and  Waterloo,  and  paled 
even    the    glory    of    Marathon    and    the 
halo  of  Thermopylae. 

But  by  Incessant  hard  work  day  and 
night  the  health  of  these  brave  men 
Is  being  undermined,  snd  by  shot  and 
shell  their  ranks  are  being  thinned. 
Battalions  like  the  «7th,  the  48th  snd 
88th  are  being;  disbanded  to  be  drafted 
Into  other  battalions  to  reinforce  their 
ranks,  and  sll  this  because  their  call 
for  help  from  Canada  la  not  answered. 
We  are  proud  of  Victoria,  for  the  "royal 
city"  has  done  well;  but  she  can  do 
better.  Whore  Is  the  young  man  fit 
and  able  to  enlist,  worthy  of  Canadian 
citizenship,  who  will  turn  a  deaf  ear 
to  the  call  for  help  which  comes  from 
those    who    are    at    the    front    fighting 


hard-headed,  practical  men  as  a  bal- 
ance-wheel, and  possessing  the  ability 
to  Inspire  the  highest  degree  of  loyal- 
ty and  devotion  among  such  men. 
With  him  on  the  Opposition  bench  sits 
Hon.  A.  K.  Maclean,  of  Halifax,  a 
stem  and  able  critic;  Dr.  Michael 
Clark,  of  Red  Deer,  whose  patriotic 
fervor  and  devotion,  and  whose  broad- 
mindedness  would  be  an  aaset  to  a 
government  even  If  he  did  not  possess 
qualities  of  brain  well  adapted  to  gov- 
ernmental labor. 

In  the  provincial  legislatures  there 
are  likewise  many  highly  capable  men. 
In  Ontario  there  is  Newton  Wesley 
Rowell,  the  Liberal  leader,  a  man  of 
great  ability,  and  Sir  Adam  Beck,  with 
all  the  qualities  of  a  great  executive. 
In  Quebec,  Sir  Lomer  Gouln  stands 
high.  Nova  Scotia  has  Premier  Mur- 
ray. Manitoba  has  Hon.  A-  B.  Hudson, 
a  thoroughly  able  man.  Saskatchewan 
has  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Hon.  C\  A.  Dun- 
ning and  Mr.  W.  B.  Wllloughby,  K.C. 
Mr.  Calder,  despite  a  political  record 
frequently  the  subject  of  attack  by  his 
opponents,  is  a  man  to  whom  .the 
science  of  government  Is  second  na- 
ture, the  governmental  executive  per- 
sonified. Mr.  Dunning  has  qualities 
which  place  him  perhaps  foremost  as 
Saskatchewan's  representative  in  a 
national  government — the  impatience  of 
tradition  and  the  enthusiasm,  with  the 
broad  outlook,  of  our  new  province. 
Mr.  Willoughby's  keen  mind  and  devo- 
tion to  public  service  are  likewise  val- 
uable assets.  Alberta  hss  Premier  Slf- 
ton. of  whose  capability  there  can  be 
no  doubt.  British  Columbia  Govern- 
ment comprises  largely  new  and  un- 
tried  men. 

Outside  the  realms  of  politics  alto- 
gether there  are  men  whose  services 
would  be  equally  valuable,  and  In  some 
cases  perhaps  more  so.  There  Is  Sir 
Henry  Drayton,  a  statesman  If  Can- 
ada ever  knew  one.  There  Is  Mr.  C. 
A.  Magrath.  of  the  waterways  commis- 
sion. There  Is  Mr.  .T.  8.  Dennis,  of 
the  C.  P.  B..  conversant  with  most  of 
the  real  problems  that  Canada  has  to 
fare.  Sir  Charles  Hlbhert  Tupper  Is 
experienced  and  able.  There  Is  Mr.  T. 
A.  frerar.  representative  of  the  as- 
pirations and  experience  of  the  Grain 
Orowers.  There  Is  Dr.  Maglll.  whose 
recent  years  of  public  servloe  have 
given  him  a  knowledge  of  Canadian 
conditions  difficult  to  equal.  Ther*  Is 
Dr.  Creelman.  entirely  conversant  with 
axrlculture  In  Eastern  Canada.  There 
Is    Dr.    Rutherford,   of  Calgary,   snd    Sir

Here   is   Mr.   J.    Brown's   story   of   the 
accident  of  June  3,  as  given  by  him  at 
the  Inquest:     "I  am  fire  boss,  and  have 
worked  at  that  for  seven  years.    1  have 
a  certificate.     I  remember  Sunday.  June 
3.      During    the   shift   sn    explosion    oc- 
curred  sa   Fat   SlngTevel.      As    near  ss 
possible    I    could    make    out    It    was    st 
eleven  o'clock   when    I   felt   the   concus- 
sion.     I    was    commencing    to    build    a 
braddlsh    stopper   st    the    top   of    No.    1 
stall,  west  level.     Joe  Taylor  was  work- 
ing with  me,  and  at  the  time  of  the  oc- 
currence   he    was      procuring      braddlsh 
boards   from   Inside  No.   2   west  landing. 
The  concussion  seemed   to  be  more  like 
a  blown  out  shot  rather  than  that  of  an 
explosion   of   fire   damp.     I    was   In   the 
act  of  getting  boards  when  Taylor  came 
up   and   said   he   got   knocked   down.     I 
then  reslised   that   something  was  seri- 
ous, and  ran  down  the  stall   with  Tay- 
lor.    Near  the  bottom  of  the  stall  Tay- 
lor aald  be  had   forgotten  his  coat,  and 
asked   If   he  could   get   It.      I   said:    Get 
It    if   you    want    to.      He    ran    back   and 
got    his    coat,    and    we    ran    up    the    in- 
cline   together,     trying    to    find     Frank 
Bobba  and   get  him  with   us.    I   thought 
the   trouble   was    in   the   rock   funnel.      I 
never   thought   it   wa.-.   so    near  at   hand, 
so  we  ran  up  the  Incline  snd  found  the 
braddlsh    man    who    had    been    working 
with   F.    Bobbha  and   was   still    working 
at  a  stopping  at   the  first  crosB-cut  be- 
low   Fat   Sing's   level.   No.    2    East   land- 
ing.     I    asked    him    where    Frank    was. 
He  said  'he  go  fire  shot.'    We  then  went 
up   towards   the  landing  and   met   Sandy 
Bill   running  down   the   incline   from   the 
upper  section   of   that  district.     He   said 
he    had    got    knocked    down    and    asked 
what  was   the  matter.     I  asked  him   If 
he    had    seen   the  fire   boss   on   his   way. 
He  said  no.     I  then  realised  the  trouble 
was  In   Fat   Sing's  level,  and   proceeded 
Into  that  aectlon  to  find  out  the  trouble. 
Taylor    kept    with    me    throughout.      I 
told   him   when   we  got  into   the  landing 
to  put  the  lamp  out.  but  he  had  already 
done    so.      We    encountered    the    after- 
damp In  the  landing.    We  tried  to  go  as 
far  as  possible,   but  could   not  get  any 
further  than   inside  the  level.     I  exam- 
ined   my     lamp,    and     found     It    almost 
out.     I  said   *We  can't  go   in   there  Joe, 
but    we    will    try    the    Intake.'      So    we 
ruehed  out  and  down  the  incline  where 
the    braddlsh    men    were    still    working. 
I    told   them   to   get   out   and    go   to   the 
bottom.     Then   Taylor   and    I    went    Into 
the    intake    through    a   cross-cut    where 
the    electric,   transformers    are    situated. 
I   found   the  curtains  stopping  all  right 
but    on    the    Inside    the    braddlsh    stop- 
ping had   been   blown   out   Just  as   If  It 
had    been    opened    as    a    door,    one    end 
being    Intact.      We    went    through    this 
and  got  a  short  way  up  the  intake  and 
we  encountered  the  after-damp  and  had 
to    retreat.      We    then    ran    to    the    bot- 
tom.    I    gave    Taylor    my    Safety  lamp, 
and   sent  him   to  got  the  fire  bosses   in 
the-  rock  tunnel  district,  then   I  got  the 
engineer  on   the   telephone,   and   he  lost 
nc    time    In    giving    me    the    'cage.'     I 
hurried   down   the   steps  and  hurried   to 
the    engine    house,    and    told    the    engi- 
neer   to    ring    up    Mr.    Sloan.      He    gave 
me    the    receiver,    and    I    spoke    to    Mr. 
Sloan    through    the    telephone.      I    told 
him  there  had  been  an  explosion  in  Fat 
Sing's   level,  and   to   come   immediately. 
1    then    told    the    engineer    to    get    Mr. 
Mordy    on    the    telephone.      I    then    took 
the  receiver  again,  and  told  Mr.  Mordy 
an  explosion  had  occurred  on  Fat  Sing's 
level,    and    to    come      Immediately      and 
bring  Dando  with  him.     Mr.  Sloan  came 
running  along  in  a  few  minutes,  and   1 
explained   the    condition     of     things    to 
him.      He    went    down    the    shaft    right 
away.      Dandy      and      Mr.    Mordy's    boy 
came  with  the  key  of  the  dredger  sta- 
tion.     They    sdjusted    the    dredger    ap- 
paratus  on   me.  and    I    went   below   the 
ahaft.      I    hurried   to   the  section   where 
the   accident   had   occurred.     On   getting 
there    I    found    Mr.    Sloan    and    he    took 
apparatus    arid    put    it    on    himself.      Mr. 
Mordy   came   up   at   that   time,   and   Mr. 
Sloan    proceeded    up    the    Incline.      Mr. 
Mordy  and  myself  went  Into  the  return 
by    tho    way    I    previously    mentioned, 
where  I  tried  to  fix  the  braddlsh  stop- 
ping.    We  fixed  that,  and  when  em  got 
to    another    stepping    blown    down    we 
fixed  It  snd   proceeded  along  the   Incline 
out  to  the  long  wing  section,  where  Mr. 
Mordy,    who    was    ahead    of    me,    found 
the    body    of    Mr.    Bertram.      He    turned 
around  and    told    me    he    had    found    a 
body,  so   we   packed   the   body  of   Bert- 
ram out  to  the  Intake  and  stsrted  arti- 
ficial   respiration.      My    opinion    as    to 
how   thO   gas   got   ignited   is   that   when 
the  fire  boss  was  making  an    examina- 
tion   the    surveyors    hsd     followed     too

But  Retail  Merchants  Tell  Al- 
•  dermen  Opening  of  Civic  In- 
stitution on  Saturday  After- 
noon Is  Unfair, 


A  dozen  members  of  the  Victoria  Re- 
tail Merchants'  Association  yesterday 
met  member*  of  the  City  Council  and 
asserted  that  they  did  not  particularly 
object  to  Imported  meat  being-  sold  In 
the  public  market,  but  that  their  chief 
objection  to  the  market  is  that  it  is 
allowed  to  remain  open  Saturday  after- 
noons when  shops  are  forced  to  close. 
This  declaration  waa  made  following-  a 
direct  query  from  Alderman  Johns, 
chairman  of  the  market  committee,  who 
is  fathering  the  movement  for  a 
greater    and    unrestricted    market. 

Those  who  headed  the  merchants 
and  spoke  for  them  included  Messrs. 
J.  Fletcher,  president  of  the  associa- 
tion; H.  A.  Dibble,  secretary;  J.  D. 
O'Connell,  vv.  H.  Bone  and  It.  V.  Price.

TENT  CATERPILLARS 

MUST  BE  CHECKED 

A  Merman  Dll  worth  before  the  City 
Council  last  night  made  an  appeal  to 
the  people  of  Saanlch  and  Rsqulmalt  to 
take  up  In  earnest  the  suppression  of 
the    tent    caterpillar.     He    said    that   on 


a  trip  through  these  districts  the  other 


day  he  saw  the  caterpillars  hanging  In 
Immense  bunches  from  fruit  trees  ev- 
erywhere. 

"We  have  done  our  best  in  the  city 
of  Victoria,  but  It  is  Impossible  to  cope 
with  them,"  aald  the  alderman.  "The 
trouble  Is  that  there  seem  to  be  two 
or  three  different  crops  of  caterpillars. 
As  aoon  as  you  get  rid  of  one  another 
comes  along.  The  difficulty  la  that 
private  property  owners  are  not  taking 
up  the  war  on  caterpillars." 

Alderman  Dinsdale  told  of  there  be- 
ing millions  of  caterpillars  In  the  or- 
chards near  the  pumping  station  on 
North  Quadra  Street.  Mayor  Todd  said 
he  also  had  noticed  these  while  passing 
in   his  motor  car.       * 

Deputy  Minister  Scott,  of  the  Provin- 
cltl  Department  of  Agriculture,  In- 
formed the  Council  that  men  have  been 
put  to  work  cutting  off  and  destroying 
the  webs  on  trees  on  the  Songhees  Re- 
serve, which  Is  said  to  be  the  favorite 
breeding  place  for  caterpillars  in  the 
district.  He  warned  the  Council  that 
the  pest  would  do  great  damage  if  It 
was  not  checked. 

Saanlch  Council  also  Informed  the 
city  last  night  that  it  has  launched  a 
campaign  against  the  caterpillar.  The 
Saanlch  councillors  objected  to  the 
caterpillars  that  the  city  la  allowing 
to  nourish  on  its  side  of  Tolmle 
Avenue.

Western  Canada  Is  again  being  called 
upon  to  supply  horses  for  military  ser- 
vice by  the  French  Government. 

Dr.  S.  F.  Tolmle,  local  representative 
of  the  Health  of  Animals  branch  of  the 
Federal  Department  of  Agriculture,  yes- 
terday received  a  cablegram  from  Mr. 
George  K.  Stacey,  of  the  French  He- 
mount  Depot.  Second  Avenue,  Ottawa, 
saying  that  an  urgent  demand  for 
horses  had  been  created  by  the  losses 
of  the  past  few  months,  and  that  ani- 
mals suitable  for  cavalry  or  artillery 
service  were  needed  at  once. 

In  his  cable  Mr.  Stacey  writes  that 
the  light  cavalry  chargers,  as  well  aa 
the  heavier  grades  suitable  for  draught 
or  artillery  purposes,  should  be  from 
five  to  ten  years  of  age  and  011  an  aver- 
age of  fifteen  hands  high. 

The  purpose  of  the  inquiry  is  to  as- 
certain aa  far  as  possible  to  what  extent 
British  Columbia  can  meet  this  demand. 
If  the  prospects  warrant,  a  special  rep- 
resentative of  the  French  authorities 
Will  come  to  the  Count  as  purchasing 
agent  and  buy  the  horses  offered  on- the 
ground.

CITY  RUNS  FOOL  OF 


Regular  Municipal  Surveyor 
Cannot  .Locate  Property  en 
Civic  Sooke  Lake  Pipe  Line 
— Must  Employ  Outsider, 


Aldermen  last  night  took  objection  to 
the  land  surveying  act  of  this  Province 
when  they  learned  that  the  official  city 
surveyor  cannot  make  a  legal  survey 
of  the  city's  property  on  the  Sooke 
Lake  pipe  line  because  he  is  not  a  B. 
C.  land  purveyor,  although  he  is  a 
fully  qualified  engineer  and  surveyor 
in  other  respects. 

Solicitor  Hannington  informed  the 
Council  that  one  of  the  deficiencies  be- 
queathed hrs  department  by  solicitors 
In  the  past  was  the  failure  of  the  city 
to  have  registered  ten  conveyances  of 
lands  required  for  the  Sooke  Lake  pipe 
line.  As  long  as  these  conveyances 
are  unregistered  the  city  runs  serious 
risk  in  relation  to  the  titles  to  these 
lands,  as  unregistered  conveyances  are 
not  effective  as  against  subsequent  pur- 
chasers or  encumbrancees  who  re- 
gistered their  instruments,  the  city 
solicitor  said.  In  one  case  the  owner 
of  some  of  these  lands  had  arranged  a 
sale  of  the  portion  not  sold  to  the  city, 
but  upon  proceeding  to  complete  the 
transction  it  was  found  that  the  city's 
conveyance  had  not  been  registered  and 
It  was  consequently  impossible  for  the 
owner  to  draw  a  proper  description  of 
the  lands  to 'be  sold,  excluding  the 
city's  portion.  The  solicitor  said  that 
If  the  owner  showed  any  inclination  to 
sell  the  whole  property  In  disregard  of 
the  city's  purchase,  the  city's  title 
would  be  gravely  imperilled.  The  owner 
in  this  case  has  informed  the  city  that 
If  the  transaction  was  not  completed 
at  once  the  purchaser  would  abandon 
the  purchase  and  the  city  would  be  held 
to   make   good   the  loss. 

Because  the  city's  regular  surveyor 
cannot  undertake  the  survey  because  of 
the  land  surveying  monopoly,  the  Coun- 
cil Instructed  Mr.  Noakes,  a  B.C.L.S., 
to  do  the  work  at  once,  on  condition 
that   It  does  not  cost   more  than   $250. 

M*.  Hannington  said  the  surveyors' 
monopoly  was  even  worse'  than  that  of 
the  lawyers.

One  hundred  and  fifty  more  British 
subjects  who  have  been  residing  In  the 
Southwestern  United  States  arrlveo, 
last  evening  on  the  88.  President,  and 
will  be  allotted  to  various  Canadian 
military  units  recruiting  In  British 
Columbia. 

This  is  the  second  draft  of  United 
States  residents  to  reach  here  from 
California  since  the  new  arrangement 
of  recruiting  Britishers  In  the  United 
States  for  the  Dominion's  overseas 
forces  was  put  into  effect  two  or  threw 
weeks  ago.  That  the  scheme  la  meet- 
ing with  success  may  be  gathered  from 
the  single  fact  that  when  the  first  draft 
left  the  South  about  a  week  ago,  alxty 
men  were  left  behind  as  the  nucleus  for 
the  second,  and,  during  the  intervening 
seven  days,  the  draft  of  sixty  was  en- 
larged until  at  the  time  of  departure  It 
numbered  150  all  told.  Recruiting  Is 
proceeding  briskly  at  San  Franclacv, 
and  a  steady  stream  of  recruits  Is  ex- 
pected to  flow  In  here  from  now  on  from 
that  source.

ACCEPTING  PARK  LEASE 


Give  Instructions  for  Prepara- 
tion of  Lease  of  Songhees 
Property — Lack  'Money  for 
Improvements, 


Despite  its  vehement  protests  of  a  few 
weeks  ago.  the  City  Council  Is  likely  to 
accept  from  the  Provincial  Government 
the  ninety-nine  year  lease 'of  six  acres 
on  the  Songhees  Reserve  for  park  pur- 
poses. Mayor  Todd  and  aldermen,  when 
the  Government  passed  the  bill,  asserted 
that  the  city  could  only  accept  a 
straight  deed  of  the  property  because  of 
an  agreement  between  the  city  and  the 
Government 

Last  night  Dr.  Raynor,  backed  up  by 
a  petition  Blgned  by  more  than  200  resi- 
dents of  Victoria  West,  wanted  to  know 
what  the  aldermen  purposed  to  do  about 
the  offer  made  by  the  Government,  as 
residents  of  Victoria  West  are  anxious 
to  get  their  long  promised  park. 

As  a  result  City  Solicitor  Hannington 
was  Instructed  to  go  into  the  details  of 
the  lease  with  the  Government  and  see 
Whether  the  city  would  be  required  to 
spend  any  specific  amount  of  money  on 
the  park  outside  of  the  $1  a  year  to  be 
paid   for  the  lease. 

"I. don't  like  the  lease,"  said  Alderman 
Dllworth.  "I  think  we  might  wait  to 
get  the  Government  In  a  better  humor. 
We  should  be  in  no  hurry  aa  we  have 
no  money  this  year  to  go  on  Improving 
the  park  If  we  do   get  It  right  away." 

"Ninety-nine  years  is  quite  a  long 
time  In  most  men's  lives,"  said  Alder- 
man Walker.  "The  bill  granting  the 
lease  of  the  property  to  the  city  Is  law 
now  and  can't  be  changed  except  at  an- 
other sitting  of  the  Legislature." 

"We  should  accept  the  offer,"  said 
Alderman  Andros.  "We  should  not  look 
a  gift  horse  In  the  mouth.  The  Mayor 
used  every  effort  to  get  a  straight  gift 
and  was  unsuccessful." 

"What  Is  the.  use  of  quibbling  about 
things  that  arc  going  to  happen  ninety- 
nine  years  from  now?"  asked  Alderman 
Dinsdale. 

Alderman  Sargent  pointed  out  that 
nothing  could  be  dons  this  year  by  the 
city  In  improving  the  property  anyhow. 
Alderman  Johns  explained  that  the  im- 
provement of  the  property  could  be  car- 
ried out  at  little  expense  aa  the  city 
will  soon  need  rock  and  can  move  Its 
rock  crusher  from  Bay  Street  to  the  Re- 
serve. Alderman  Cameron  came  out  In 
favor  of  accepting  the  lease.

OF  TUBERCULOSIS 


Medical  Health  Officer  Issues 
Report  on  Conditions  Here 
—Births  Last  'Month  Double 
Number  of  Deaths, 


Victoria  is  exceptionally  free  from 
tuberculosis,  according  to  the  report  of 
Dr.  A.  O.  Price,  medical  health  officer, 
to  the  City  Council  last  night.  He  has 
been  trying  to  make  a  correct  estimate 
of  the  number  of  tuberculosis  cases  In 
the  city  and  from  information  gathered 
from  medical  men  there  are  only  nine- 
teen cases  In  any  form  and  nine  sus- 
pected cases,  not  proven.  During  May 
there  were  two  deaths  from  pulmonary 
consumption,  one  a  Chinese  and  the 
other  a  patient  from  outside.  There 
ws  also  one  death  from  abdominal 
tuberculosis. 

There  were  43  males  and  21  females 
born  In  Victoria  during  the  month, 
while  2«  males  and  14  females  died. 
Four  deaths  were  Infanta  under  one 
year  and  IS  were  of  persons  between 
the  ages  of  70  and  to.  Two  ef  the  In- 
fant deaths  were  caused  by  measles 
and   two  from   malformation. 

During  May  there  were  45  cases  of 
measles,  of  which  there  were  three 
deatha  of  young  children  from  p.teu- 
monia  following  measles;  two  fresh 
cases  of  dlptheria  which  were  placed  in 
the  Isolation  Hospital;  two  cases  of 
typhoid  fever,  one  traceable  to  causes 
outside  the  city  and  the  other  to  filthy 
conditions  at  the  patient's  home:  one 
fresh  case  of  scarlet  fever;  one  case  of 
chicken  pox.

District  Nurse  C.  W.  Thorn  made 
regular  visits  to  nfty-nlne  homes  dur- 
ing the  month  and  conducted  sputum 
analyses.

turned  from  that  section  of  the  Pro- 
vince after  a  brief  trip  of  inspection 
to  the  Province's  experimental  orchards 
at  Robson,  Birch  Brook,  and  other 
points   in  that   vicinity. 

The  crop  this  year,  he  stated,  would 
be  larger  than  last  and  the  orchards  in 
much  better  condition  due  to  the  great- 
cr  energy  on  the  part  of  the  growers 
in  spraying  and  combatting  the  apple 
scab  under  the  direction  of  the  Provin- 
cial inspectors. 

It  was  to  make  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  taking  over  the  carrying  on 
the  Inspection  work  that  Mr.  Winslow 
made  his  trip.  Mr.  M.  8.  Middleton.  as- 
sistant horticulturist,  whose  work  In 
that  district  has  been  productive  of 
most  excellent  results,  has  secured  leave 
of  absence  and  will  immediately  enlist 
for  overseas  service.  Mr.  E.  C.  Hunt, 
assistant  horticulturist,  will  take  over 
Mr.   Middleton's  work. 

Mr.  Wlnslow  found  that  the  growers 
there  spoke  most  highly  of  the  work  of 
Mr.  Middleton,  who  year  in  and  year 
out  has  carried  along  the  experimental 
work  done  by  the  department  and 
proved  of  Immense  assistance  and  value 
to  the  growers  whose  methods  have 
shown  wonderful  improvement  under 
the  encouragement  of  the  Government 
official.

IK.  JOHN  HART  IS  THE 


Third  Liberal  Member  for  Vic- 
toria and  Provincial  Cam- 
paign Party  Manager  Now 
Member  of  Cabinet. 


HON.    JOHN     HART 

The  new   Minister  of  Finance,   who  took  of- 
fice  yesterday    morning. 


Mr.  John  Hart,  third  Liberal  member 
for  Victoria,  and  campaign  manager  ot 
the  party  In  this  Province,  was  sworn 
la  aa  Minister  of  Finance  yesterday 
morning  by  His  Honor  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Barnard,  and  has  assumed  the 
duties  of  the  office.  The  writ  for  the 
by-election  necessitated  by  this  step 
was  Issued  later,  and  the  date  of  the 
election  fixed  for  the  22nd  instant, 
with   nominations    two    days    previously. 

Rumors  of  late  have  had  It  that  Mr. 
Hart  was  slated  for  the  vacant  port- 
folio, which  has  been  administered  by 
Premier  Brewster  since  the  death  of  the 
late  Hon.  Ralph  Smith,  but  no  definite 
announcement  was  forthcoming  from 
the  Premier  that  he  contemplated  giv- 
ing the  office  to  Mr.  Hart.  Not  until 
the  latter  was  sworn  In  was  it  definite- 
ly announced  that  a  second  portfolio 
was    to    be    Victoria's. 

The  early  date  on  which  the  bye-elec- 
tion will  be  held  will  not  permit  of  the 
Government's  avowed  desire  to  have  the 
women  vote  at  the  by-elections  this 
year  being  carried  into  effect  in  this 
instance.  The  writ  for  the  by-election 
named  Mr.  K.  J.  Bawden  as  returning 
officer. 

Whether  there  will  be  opposition  to 
Hon.  Mr.  Hart  Is  doubtful.  If  there  is, 
It   will    be   a    short   campaign. 

Premier  Brewster,  by  relinquishing 
the  portfolio,  will  lose  the  remunera- 
tion of  $6,000  per  year  which  it  carried, 
hut  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture the  salary  for  Premier  was  raised 
from  f.1,000  to  $7,500.  so  that  by  the 
change  he  will  be  drawing  $1,500  less 
than  heretofore.  He  will  resume  the 
office  of  President  of  the  Council,  for 
which  there  Ib  no  remuneration.  Only 
recently,  also,  he  took  over  the  off'ce 
of  Commissioner  of  Fisheries,  hitherto 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  an  office  which  carries  with 
It   no   salary. 

Hon.  J.  W.  Wsart  Urged 

Rumor  had  It  In  Gevcrnment  circles 
that  the  portfolio  of  finance  would 
rrobably  go  to  Hon.  J,  W.  Weart, 
Speaker  of  the  Legislature,  and  It  Is  no 
secret  that  within  recent  days  his 
friends  have  been  urging  his  appoint- 
ment to  the  office.  It  is  equally  no 
secret  that  Hon.  Mr.  Weart  felt  that  he 
was  entitled  to  some  more  Important 
office  In  the  Government  than  that  of 
Speaker,  but  apparently  his  claims  to 
any  Cabinet  office  are  not  yet  to  be 
satisfied. 

Hon.  Mr.  Hart  has  been  a  resident  of 
Victoria  for  nearly  twenty  years,  com- 
ing to  Victoria  from  Ireland,  where  he 
was  born  on  a  farm  near  Mohill,  County 
Leltrlm.  He  is  in  his  39th  year.  On 
arrival  in  Victoria  he  entered  the  office 
of  Messrs.  Robert  Ward  *•  Company, 
with  whom  he  continued  for  five  years, 
when  he  accepted  a  position  with  the 
firm  of  Messrs.  P..  P.  Rithet  &  Com- 
pany, and  six  years  later  he  entered 
business  with  Mr.  (now  Major)  J.  H. 
Gillespie,  and  later  the  firm  became 
known  as  Gillespie.  Hart  &  Todd,  In- 
surance, real  estate,  etc.,  one  of  the 
leading  firms  of  its  kind  in  the  city. 
Great  Party  Worker 

Hon.  Mr.  Hart  has  taken  a  prominent 
and  active  part  in  local  Liberal  affairs. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Young  Liberal  Association,  and  later 
became  its  secretary  and  then  its  vice- 
president.  Before  the  by-election  in 
1914  he  was  appointed  campaign  man- 
ager of  the  city  for  the  party,  and  be- 
fore the  recent  general  election  he  waa 
made  Provincial  campaign  manager,  in 
which  position  he  rendered  valuable  as- 
sistance to  his  party.  During  the  recent 
ereslon  of  the  Legislature,  the  first  at 
which  a  Liberal  Government  was  In 
power.  Hon.  Mr.  Hart  was  chief  party 
whip. 

Hon.  Mr  Hart  tins  taken  an  active 
share  in  the  buainesa  and  social  af- 
fairs of  Victoria.  He  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  some 
years,  is  president  of  the  Vancouver 
Island  Fire  Underwriters'  .Association, 
a  member  of  the  Rotary  Club,  and  a 
member  of  the  Canadian,  Pacific,  Ca- 
mostin,  and   Klks  clubs. 

During  the  early  days  of  his  resi- 
dence In  Victoria.  Hon.  Mr.  Hart  took 
an  active  share  in  athletics,  especially 
being  prominent  In  the  Victoria  Foot- 
hall  and  the  J.  R.  A.  A.  clubs.  Now  he 
Is  an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  Vic- 
toria and  Colwood  golf  clubs,  and  for- 
merly a  member  of  the  Victoria  Hunt 
Club. 

Hon.  Mr.  Hart  Is  a  member  of  the 
Gth  Regiment,  having  Joined  that  mili- 
tary organisation  shortly  after  the  Wat 
broke  out.  and  passed  the  examinations 
qualifying  for  a  lieutenancy.  He  waa 
attached  to  the  regiment  for  some  time 
during  the  period  when  there  was  dan- 
ger of  a  raid  on  this  coast.  Later  he 
was  given  leave  of  absence  to  attend  to 
his  business  interests.  He  Is  still 
treaurer  of  the  regimental  funds,  and 
takes  a  keen  interest  In  matters  mili- 
tary.

Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo.  Minister  ot 
Lands,  left  on  Sunday  on  a  two  weeks' 
trip  to  Prince  Rupert  and  the  northern 
Interior  on  business  connected  with  his 
department.  In  bla  absence  Premier 
Brewster  will  be  Acting  Minister  of 
Lands. 

After  a  short  visit  in  Prince  Rupert, 
where  he  will  hear  representations  rel- 
ative to  the  differences  between  the 
City  Council  and  the  G.  T.  P.  Railway 
Company  concerning  some  water  front- 
age there,  the  minister  will  proceed  to 
Prince  George.  There  the  problem 
which  has  arisen  because  of  the  accu- 
mulation of  arrears  of  taxes  upon  prop- 
erty sold  by  public  auction  some  years 
ago,  in  which  the  Province  holds  a  one- 
fourth  Interest,  will  be  discussed  with 
the  civic  officials.  The  city  is  anxious 
to  secure  the  arrears,  but  many  of 
those  who  purchased  the  lots  at  high 
speculative  prices  have  paid  nothing 
more  than  the  initial  Instalment  and 
apparently  will  not  complete  their  pur- 
chases. In  the  meantime  the  city 
needs  the  arrears  of  taxes  which  have 
accrued,  but  until  some  arrangement 
is  arrived  at  between  the  Government 
and  the  city  there  is  little  prospect  that 
the  arrears  will  be  forthcoming. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pattullo  will  probably  re- 
turn via  Cariboo  and  the  Interior.  It 
Is  his  desire  to  visit  the  Irrigated  sec- 
tion where  conditions  through  the  fail- 
ure of  some  of  the  Irrigation  compan- 
ies to  carry  out  their  agreements  with 
the  holders  of  Irrigated  lands  had 
worked  hardship  on  the  latter.

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MI-WASTE  CAMPAIGN 


Mrs,  Foulke's  Household  Eco- 
nomics Committee  Faces 
Enormous  Task  of  Reducing 
Cost  of  Living, 


Despite  the  chilly  reception  that  the 
members  of  the  Household  Kconomlcs 
Committee  of  the  Local  Council  of  Wo- 
men received  on  the  occasion  of  their 
appearance  before  the  City  Council,  with 

a  request  for  a  small  apropriation  to- 
wards the  furtherance  of  its  work,  the 
report  submitted  at  yesterday's  meet- 
ing of  the  Local  Council  of  Women  by 
the  convener,  Mrs.  G.  L.  Foulkes, 
showed  that  the  refusal  of  the  aldermen 
to  support  the  movement  which  the  wo- 
men represented  had  not  by  any  means 
disheartened  them.  Nevertheless  the 
funds  of  the  committee  are  greatly  in 
need  of  imbursement,  and  a  general  ap- 
peal to  the  public  will  be  made  shortly. 

This  report  showed  that  a  considera- 
ble amount  of  work  had  been  accom- 
plished by  the  convener  and  her  co- 
workers since  the, date  of  the  first  meet- 
ing. May  18.  Mrs.  Foulkes  paid  a  glow- 
ing tribute  to  Mrs.  Henry  Hanlngton's 
work  at  the  recent  Wln-the-War  Con- 
vention In -Montreal,  where  she,  as  a 
Victoria  representative,  was  the  only 
woman  delegate  from  Western  Canada. 
Mention  was  also  made  of  the  cordial 
reception  tendered  to  Mrs.  Hanlngton  at 
Montreal,  Quebec  and  Three  Rivers,  her 
adresses  having  being  received  with 
marked  enthusiasm. 

The  convener  also  mentioned  the  good 
advice  given  by  Mrs.  Colin  Campbell,  a 
delegate  to  the  recent  I.O.D.E.  conven- 
tion, who  has  been  busily  engaged  for 
some  time  In  conducting  an  "anti-waste 
campaign"  in  Winnipeg  and  offered  to 
send  further  details  and  literature  con- 
cerning the  methods  employed  by  the 
league  in  the  Prairie  capital. 

Under  the  direction  of  the  committee 
on  household  economics  several  demon- 
strations of  fruit  -canning  without  the 
use  of  sugar  have  already  been  given  by 
Mrs.  Rudd,  at  Red  Cross  work  rooms  In 
various  neighborhoods,  and  the  next  one 
was  announced  to  be  held  tomorrow  af- 
Urnoon  at  the  James  Bay  Red  Cross 
headquarters.  The  vacant  lot  .'creme 
for  more  general  cultivation  of  beans 
and  potatoes  was  strongly  endorsed, 
the  encouraging  attitude  of  the  Oak 
Bay  Council  being  particularly  com- 
mended. 

In  concluding  Mrs.  Foulkes  applied 
for  and  secured  the  endorsatlon  of  the 
meeting  for  the  recommendations  to 
arrange  a  general  mass  meeting  of  the 
women  of  the  city,  when  Mrs.  Haning- 
ton  would  address  the  assemblage  on 
the  events  and  business  of  the  recent 
Wln-the-War  Convention.  It  was  also 
decided  to  post  bulletins  setting  forth 
the  alms  of  the  league,  to  all  men's  or- 
ganisations and  clubs  In  the  city  asking 
for  their  co-operation  and  financial  as- 
sistance. It  was  generally  felt  that  as 
the  women  are  Working  for  the  sakes 
of  the  men  fighting  In  France  so  that 
other  men  at  home  might  continue  the 
business  and  industries  necessary  to 
the  country's  welfare,  the  least  the  men 
at  home  could  do  was  to  subscribe  to  the 
funds  for  Its  success. 

It  was  also  mentioned  that  any  sub- 
scriptions to  this  fund  for  the  further- 
ance of  this  campaign  against  waste, 
and  the  promotion  of  a  big  food  cam- 
paign, would  be  received  by  the  honorary 
secretary-treasurer,  Miss  Flora  Burns, 
1720    Denman    Street.

Board  of  Trade  Will  Consider 
What  Form  Its  Resolution  on 
National  Service  Should 
Take — Other  Topics, 


What  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  In  urging  upon  the  Fed- 
eral Government  the  need  for  enacting 
legislation  to  conscript  not  only  men 
for  military  service,  but  for  industrial 
labor  aa  well,  and  to  mobilise  the  re- 
aeurces  and  wealth  of  the  country  so 
aa  to  enable  the  Dominion  to  put  forth 
Its  supreme  effort  to  bring  victory  to 
the  Allies,  will  be  decided  on  Thurs- 
day  afternoon. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  council,  ss  ex- 
pressed at  a  meeting  last  Thursday,  the 
Board  of  Trade's  resolution  relative  to 
"National  Service  In  Time  of  Need, 
passed  last  January,  and  further  en- 
dorsed on  April  IS,  should  be  reiterated 
and  possibly  changed  in  its  phrase- 
ology. At  the  monthly  general  meei.ug 
of  the  full  board,  to  be  held  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon,  at  3  o'elock,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  service  which  can  be  given 
by  all  the  resources  of  Canada — men, 
capital,  and  material — will  again  be 
opened  for  full  and  free  discussion.

Provided  'sufficient  support  is  evi- 
denced, the  council  will  arrange  for  a 
businessmen's  visit  to  twenty-six  points 
on  the  West  Coast  of  the  Island,  be- 
tween here  and  Colonial,  Quatslno 
Sound.  The  steamer  Princess  Maquinna 
will  leave  Victoria  at  11  o'clock  on 
Wednesday  afternoon,  July  4,  and  re- 
turn on  Tuesday,  July  10.  Ladle*  may 
accompany  the  party.  Fuller  details  uf 
the  excursion  will  be  considered  at  the 
meeting.  Among  the  points  to  be 
visited  will  be  the  Bamfleld  cable  sta- 
tion, the  whaling  stations,  and  Barclay 
Sound.

Ui  Fleet 
Street.  Then  there  is  a  picture  of  a 
blinded  soldier  learning  to  use  a  type- 
writer. Next  Is  seen  a  man  reading 
and  writing  Braille  by  hand  and  then 
by  means  of  a  Braille  writer. 

Mat-making,  basket-making,  boot  re- 
pairing and    carpentry   are      illustrated. 

It  also  depicts  the  amusements  of 
the  blind  heroes;  rowing,  pushbsll, 
dancing  and  gymnastic  exercises.  The 
climax  of  the  film  is  reached  with  the 
massage  and   poultry   farming  sections. 

As  this  is  the  first  and  will  prob- 
ably be  the  last  time  the  citizens  of 
Victoria  will  have  an  opportunity  of 
•viewing  this  fllm.  It  is  anticipated  there 
win  he  large  audiences.

Caution    Weeded 

On  the  part  both  of  pedestrians  and 
drivers  of  motor  cars  much  greater 
caution  is  needed,  unless  lamentable  ac- 
cidents are  to  become  common.  People 
on  foot  cross  the  streets  in  all  direc- 
tions and  at  almost  all  places  without 
sufficient  watchfulness.  There  are  few 
women  who  do  not  offend  in  this  way. 
neither  undue  and  foolish  haste  or  sim- 
ple heedlessness  places  lives  In  dhnger. 
If  everyone  made  It  a  rule  to  use  tho 
crossings  and  those  only  In  whatever 
part  of  the  city  she  was  walking  much 
danger   would   bo  averted. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  great  number 
of  drivers  seem  to  consider  that  tho 
pedestrian  has  no  rights.  The  old  rulo 
that  the  foot-passenger  once  on  a  cross- 
ing, the  vehicle  must  make  way  is  not 
observed.  Nervous  women  are  very  un- 
necessarily frightened  by  drivers  who 
could  quite  easily  pass  them  or,  if  ne- 
cessary, stop  till  they  had  crossed.  The 
wonder  Is  that  In  such  cases  accidents 
do  not  oftener  occur. 

Will  some  person  in  authority  kindly 
state  whether  or  not  a  person  walking 
lias  any  right  to  the  crossing  or  is  it 
necessary  tg  hurry  out  of  the  way  of 
a  vehicle,  coming  at  a  lawful  rate  of 
speed?  This  applies  not  to  crowded 
thoroughfares  hut  to  quiet  streets 
wbere   traffic   Is   not  directed. 

As  there  is  likely  to  be  greater  traf- 
fic during  tho  coming  season  all  citi- 
zens should  resolve  to  observe  greater 
caution    whether    walking    or   driving.

The  lovely  old  home  of  the  Misses  Tol- 
mie  is  looking  Its  best  at  this  season 
and  every  one  In  Victoria  knows  that 
these  ladles  will  spare  no  pains  to 
make  every  one  feel  at  home.  The  As- 
sociation of  Graduate  Nurses  has  two 
ends  In  view  in  appealing  to  the  pub- 
lic and  both  are  well  worthy  of  sup- 
port. In  the  first  place,  half  the  pro- 
cecdn  are  to  be  given  to  the  Clover- 
dale  branch  of  the  Red  Cross.  As  every- 
one should  know,  this  branch  was  one 
of  the  earliest  formed.  Few  of  Its 
members  are  rich,  but  all  have  worked 
diligently  to  do  their  part  In  the  great 
work  of  relief.  None  realise  better  than 
they  how  much  still  remains  to  be  done 
and  what  great  efforts  must  be  made 
If   needless    suffering   is   to    be   averted. 

But  the  second  aim  of  tho  Associa- 
tion Is  not  the  less  worthy  of  attain- 
ment.

With  foresight  and  kindness 
well  worthy  of  Imitation  by  other  wo- 
men, the  nurses  have  determined  to 
help  each  other  In  sickness,  that  afflic- 
tion so  much  dreaded  by  wage-earning 
women.  They  have  established  the  nu- 
cleus of  a  aick  benefit  fund,  hut  the  ab- 
sence of  a  great  proportion  of  their 
number  owing  to  the  war  has  prevent- 
ed Its  reaching  a  sum  large  enough  to 
be  relied  upon  in  an  emergency.  It  Is 
hoped  that  help  will  be  given  to  this 
home  need.  Victoria  nurses  have  shown 
themselves  ready  to  respond  to  the  call 
of  duty  wherever  It  led  them.  A  large 
number  are  aervlng  the  soldiers.  Those 
who  are  left  at  home  are  among  the 
most  efficient  and  the  most  faithful  of 
puhllc  servants.  Like  other  working- 
women,  some  have  relatives  depending 
upon  them.  Others  aro  strangers.  In 
each  case  there  Is  need  that  provision 
should  be  made  for  sickness.  For  these 
reasons  It  is  hoped  that  the  nurses' 
garden    party   will    be   a    great   success.

They  have  received  and  re- 
turned the  greetings  of  the  kind  ladles 
of  the  committee  who  made  provision 
for  the  motherless  children  and  shared 
their   pleasure. 

This  year  there  Is  greater  need  than 
ever  that  Victorians  from  all  parts  of 
the  city  who  have  enough  and  to  spare 
should  attend  the  'pound  party."  No 
housekeeper  needs  to  be  told  that  it 
Is  hard  to  feed  a  family  In  these  days. 
How  much  harder  when  a  family  Is  so 
big  as  that  which  the  matron  of  the 
Orphanage  must  provide  for!  There 
will  be  plenty,  however.  If  to  the  old 
friends  that  remain  true  to  one  of  the 
first  of  Victoria's  charities,  are  added 
the  many  hundreds  of  klndhearted  wo- 
men who  have  come  to  live  here.  Kven 
a  little  from  each  will  fill  the  shelves 
with  everything  that  boys  and  girls 
must  have  plenty  of.  If  they  are  to 
grow  to  be  strong  and  useful  men  and 
women.  Giving  will  not  be  easy  this 
time,  hut  it  will  be  the  more  blessed. 


TUBERS  FROM  ANTIPODES 
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Th«  high  price  asked  for  British  Co- 
lumbia potatoes  has  led  the  concerns 
►  operating  evaporators  In  the  Province 
to  so  far  afield  for  their  supplies  of 
tubers  wherewith  to  All  the  large 
standing  war  orders  they  have  for  evap- 
orated product  for  army  rations.  Re- 
cently a  shipment  of  Australian  pota- 
toes arrived  here  consigned  to  Main- 
land evaporators.  It  waa  not  In  partic- 
ularly good  shape  when  It  arrived,  hav- 
ing become  overheated  en  route.  What 
the  shipment  coat  landed  in  British  Co- 
lumbia Is  net  stated. 

Reports  which  have  reached  the  Pro- 
vincial Department  of  Agriculture  from 
country  points  ahow  that  the  area 
planted  thla  ssasaa  Is  far  in  excess  of 
that  planted  a  year  ago  and  that  the 
growing  crop  la  generally  doing  excel- 
lent. No  OonnRo  Ides  of  the  ouaatlty 
sown  la  aa  yet  possible,  but  the  output 
la  expected  to  show  a  material  increase 
aver  test  of  last  year. 


"Give  us  sunshine,  and  we  will  have 
an  enormous  crop  this  year,"  said  Mr. 
Thomas  Walker,  of  tho  Gordon  Head 
Growers'  Association.  "The  ground  has 
plenty  of  moisture,  and  all  that  is  need- 
ed now  to  hasten  the  berries  is  sun- 
shine. If  the  weather  contlnuea  aa  it  is 
today,  we  will  have  local  strawberries 
on  tbe  market  by  thla  time  next  week, 
and  we  will  be  able  to  supply  the  Vic- 
toria demand  for  a  strateh  of  six  weeks 
any  way.  The  farmers  of  Gordon  Head 
and  Saanicb  are  counting  on  giving  Vic- 
toria and  Vancouver  18,000  crates  of 
berries  thia  year;  the  same  amount  as 
■was  consumed  two  years  ago  and  much 
more  than  last  Summer.  In  addition  to 
the  18,000  crates  for  Island  and  Lower 
Mainland  consumption,  we  believe  that 
we  will  be  in  a  position  to  ahlp  from 
twenty-five  to  thirty  carloads  of  her- 
rles  to  the  Prairies,  Last  year  we 
shipped  ten  carloads." 

The  indications  are  that  Victorians  will 
have  to  do  without  strawberries  for  a 
day  or  so.  there  being  no  immediate  pros- 
pect of  the  arrival  of  another  shipment 
either  today  or  tomorrow,  strawberries- 
could  not  be  had  at  any  of  the  wholesale 
houses  yesterday,  and  the  only  ones  of- 
fered for  sale  were  those  that  had  been 
kept  over  the  week-end. 

Southern  Crops  Pail 

The  reason  for  the  break  In  the  supply 
is  attributed  to  the  depletion  of  the  Cali- 
fornia stock  and  the  failure  of  the  crops 
in  the  Kennewlck,  Washington,  district. 
It  is  said  that  the  late  rains  have  spoiled 
many  of  the  fields  In  that  neighborhood, 
and  only  half  of  what  should  under  nor- 
mal conditions  constitutes  the  harvest 
will  likely  be  taken  in.  Hood  River  ber- 
ries will  begin  to  arrive  in  this  city  prob- 
ably at  the  close  ef  the  week,  and  It  Is 
believed  that  the  produce  of  Gordon  Head 
and  Saanieh  farms  will  make  its  first 
appearance  on  or  ahput  June  18,  although 
there  will  not  be  a  sufficient  quantity  to 
meet  with  -the  demand  until  several  days 
later  than  that. 

Potato  Situation  Acuta 

After  a  week  of  comparative  steadi- 
ness, the  potato  situation  has  again  be- 
come acute.  The  old  .stock  is  almost 
out.  local  produce  being  entirely  cleaned 
up.  Stock  that  was  shipped  from  the 
Island  to  Vancouver  a  few  weeks  ago 
is  now  being  brought  back  again  and 
sold  at  190  a  ton.  The  same  could  have 
been  bought  at  least  flO  cheaper  before 
it  was  sent  on  Its  return  trip  to  the 
Mainland-  Ashcroft  produce  Is  scarce 
at  S100  a  ton.  Rumors  of  potato  prices 
rising  to  9120  a  ton,  making  the  retail 
quotation  at  least  *6  per  sack,  w\re 
current  yesterday.  The  local  supply  of 
the  new  crop  will  not  be  able  to  keep 
pace  with  the  demand  for  at  least  two 
or  three  weeks.  The  few  sacks  of  new 
potatoes  sold  at  the  public  market  last 
week  were  not  grown  in  the  open,  but 
under  glass,  and  there  was  consequently 
a  very  limited  supply  of  them. 

Navel  oranges  climbed  yesterday  from 
|8.2S  a  box  to  $8.60,  IS.76  and  94.00, 
thus  reaching  the  high- water  mark  of 
the  season.  There  will  be  no  more 
Navels  on  the  market  after  this  week, 
so  far  as  new  shipments  are  concerned. 
Their  place  will  be  taken  by  the  higher- 
priced  Valeneia  grades. 

California  lemon  prices  advanced  50 
cents  on  the  box. 

Apples  Are  goaroe 

Apples  of  all  kinds  are  hard  to  get 
just  now.  A  few  Ganos  from  Wash- 
ington State  reached  here  yesterday — 
the  first  of  the  season.  They  are  large 
cooking  apples,  -wholesaling  at  92.71  a 
box.  Three  dollars  a  box  Is  being  asked 
for  Wlnesap  table  apples. 

Two  carloads  of  bananas  arrived  In 
Victoria  during  the  week-end  In  good 
shape.  Wholesale  dealers  are  quoting 
bananas  today  at  B'i  cents  a  pound  or 
6  cents  crated. 

Cherrlea  are  not  yet  abundant.  A  few 
came  In  from  California,  and  retailers 
are  asking  35  cents,  a  pound  for  them. 

It  Is  anticipated  that  only  one  more 
lot  of  Florida  grapefruit  will  come  aa 
far  aa  Victoria  this  Summer.  The  sea- 
son for  them  la  now  pretty  well  ad- 
vanced, and  prices  have  reached  a  high 
figure.  Ten  dollars  a  crate  is  being 
demanded.  Big  shipments  of  aprlcota 
and  peaches  will  arrive  during  the  next 
few  days  from  California.

SCHOOL  GROUNDS 

The  City  Council  "last  night  turned 
down  the.  proposal  of  Alderman  Sar- 
gent  that  the-  grounds  around  the  Vie-. 
toria  High  School  should  be  levelled 
off  this  Summer,  city  Engineer  Ilust 
reported   the  work   would   cost  II.60O. 

Alderman  Sargent  aald  that  the  Coun- 
cil when  the  school  was  built  several 
years  ago  gave  the  School  Board  to 
understand  that  the  city  would  Improve 
the  grounds  and  make  a  football  field. 
The  Hchool  Board  has  not  pressed  the 
matter  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  hut 
High  Hchool  pupils  under  the  physical 
instructor  have  got  out  and  done  a> 
little  work  on  the  grounds.  The  alder- 
man declared  the  Improvements  should 
he  made  at  once  for  the  teachers' 
bummer  session  which  opens  at  the 
echopl  next  month- 
Alderman  Walker  said  that  the  school 
had  got  along  for  several  years  with 
the  grounds  and  could  exist  a  little 
longer,  particularly  aa  the  otty  has  not 
now  even  the  money  to  pay  its  men  |3 
a  day.  Alderman  Dinsdale  asserted 
that  the  work  of  Improving  the  ground* 
would  cost  between  $6,000  gnd  10,000. 
"This  |w  a  time  of  streps  In  a  finan- 
cial sense,"  said  Alderman  Cameron, 
"and  there  has  been  no  provision  In 
the  estimates  for  any  $1,600  for  thla 
work.  The  city  has  spent  a  consider- 
able sum  of  money  on  the  High  School 
building  and  can  very  well  leave  the 
grounde  alone  for  another  season."

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EXPLAINS  SCARCITY 

OF  FARM  LABOR 

MIm   lliuhw  11,   Representing  Farmer*'   Union 

of   Dunran,   Submit*   Htrong  Plea  for 

Better  Immigration   Laws 


At  yesterday's  meeting  of  the  Local 
Council  of  Women  the  following  paper 
was  read  by  the  president,  In  the  ab- 
sence of  Its  author.  Miss  Hadwen,  of 
Duncan,  who  had  prepared  It  for  the 
meeting)  of  the  council.  It  claims  to  be 
the  sea'.Iments  of  the  majority  of  tho 
farmers  regarding  the  scarcity  of  white 
labor  and  the  facility  with  which  the 
Oriental  element  can  gain  access  Into 
this  country  to  engage  In  farm  work. 

"The  shortage  of  farm  labor  through- 
out Canada  is  hampering  the  agricul- 
tural industry  in  every  direction,  and  is 
particularly  acute  In  this  Province. 
This  shortage  Is  in  part  due  to  artlllclal 
conditions  and  to  legislation  enacted 
largely  In  the  Interests  of  the  labor 
unions. 

"The  exclusion  order,  which  totally 
prohibits  the  entrance  into  British  Co- 
lumbia of 'all  labor,  skilled  or  unskilled, 
artisans  and  laborers.'  This  order 
leaves  out  the  British  workman  alto- 
gether, while  the  Chinese  coolie  can 
come  in  by  paying  $500,  and  the  Japan- 
ese can  come  in  free  up  to  a  certain 
number  per  year.  As  a  second  Instance, 
the  Master  ami  Servant  Act  prevents 
the  engaging  of  farm  help,  male  or  fe- 
male outside  of  Canada,  and  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  passage  money,  and 
further,  the  Kxcluslon  Act  already  al- 
luded to  refers  to  the  Chinese,  on  whom 
11  tax  of  1600  per  head  4s  levied.  With 
regard  to  the  actual  working  of  this 
legislation,  and  in  spite  of  its  restric- 
tions, the  Chinese  boss  Imports  Inden- 
tured labor  on  his  own  terms,  and  by  so 
doing  can  obtain  labor  cheaper  than  the 
white  farmer  and  undersell  him.  In 
this  manner  he  already  controls  the  po- 
tuto  and  celery  market*  of  the  Province, 
and  Is  extending  his  farming  operations 
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every  year,  and  will,  undoubtedly,  drive 
the  small  farmer  and  truck  gardener 
out  of  business.  As  the  Oriental  Is 
practically  the  only  farm  laborer  avail- 
able, he  Is  now  getting  $45  to  $50  per 
month  when  he  would  have  worked  Just 
as  well  for  $25  under  ordinary  condi- 
tions. 

"The  Government  and  the  municipali- 
ties will  take  during  the  busy  months 
any  possible  unskilled  white  laborers 
and  pay  them  probably  50  cents  a  day 
more  than  the  average  pay.  In  addi- 
tion, the  Prairie  Provinces  offer  re- 
duced fares  for  men  to  leave  British 
Columbia.  Such  Is  briefly  the  situa- 
tion In  regard  to  farm  labor,  and  under 
the  circumstances  the  cry  of  'Greater 
Production'  seems  a  mockery  and  an 
Insult  to  farmers,  and  they  have  every 
reason  to  be  Indignant  when  they  are 
abused  for  accepting  an  Increased  price 
for  potatoes. 

"The  scarcity  of  food  is  due  as  much 
to  the  scarcity  or  labor  as  to  poor 
crops.  The  situation  today  is  more  pro- 
nounced owing  to  the  war,  but  1b  really 
only  the  result  of  the  fact  that  laborers 
ha\e  left  the  farm  for  the  city,  where, 
under  rules  of  their  own  making,  they 
do  not  work  so  hard  or  so  long  and  get 
more  money  and  more  amusement.  The 
immediate  temporary  remedy  is  the  or- 
ganisation of  all  available  units,  as  Is 
being  done  In  Kurope,  and  In  delaying 
operations,  such  as  road  work,  for  In- 
stance, till  later  in  the  year. 

The  permanent  remedy  Is  the  adoption 
of  an  immigration  policy.  Ontario, 
Nova  Scotia  and  Manitoba  are  prepar- 
ing an  extensive  Immigration  pro- 
gramme to  be  put  In  force  at  the  end 
of  the  war. 

"Australia  was  most  active  In  London 
before  the  war,  and  now  assisted  with 
passage  money,  she  will  make  a  strong 
bid  for  the  British  soldier  who  Is  will- 
ing to  go  on  the  land,  also  for  the  arti- 
san and  the  domestic  servant.  Our  labor 
unions  have  so  far  opposed  all  immi- 
gration, and  our  politicians  have  ac- 
cepted this  and  confined  their  humble 
efforts  to  bring  In  the  retired  major  to 
crow  fruit  without  labor. 

"The  Australian  labor  leaders  have 
large  ideas  and  can  see  now  they  cannot 
build  up  their  country  without  popula- 
tion, nor  bold  it,  and  the  sooner  all  In 
this  Province  come  to  the  same  conclu- 
sion the  better  it  will  be  for  all." 

At  a  mooting  of  the  United  Farmers 
of  British  Columbia  held  recently  at 
Duncan,  the  following  resolution  was 
moved  and   unanimously  adopted: 

"Tht  In  order  to  secure  desirable  im- 
migrants, preferably  British,  and 
whereas  greater  population  Is  the  all- 
Important  future  necessity  of  this  Prov- 
ince, and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  sev- 
eral of  the  other  Provinces  and  Domin- 
ions of  the  Empire  have  adopted  strong 
immigration  policies  to  secure  large 
•umbers  of  settlers  for  tbsir  respective 
oountiies; 

**Bo  It  resolved,  that  wo  ask  our 
British  Columbia  Government  to  adopt 
a  similar  policy,  and  take  all  necessary 
steps  to  prepare  for  the  movement  of 
people  expected  at  the  conclusion  of  tho 
war."

Sensitive  people,  who  have  good  rea- 
son for  their  feeling  in  the  matter,  will 
rejoice  to  le.arn  that  the  editors,  acting 
under  the  direction  of  the  Government 
authorities,  have  softened  the  more 
dreadful  parts  of  the  picture  of  war  as 
It  Is  being  fought  today,  and  much  of 
the  gruesomenesn  of  the  battlefield  has 
been  carefully  omitted,  except  In  such 
rases  as  could  not  be  avoided  without 
spoiling  the  realism  of  the  picture.  The 
British  press  refer  appreciatively  to 
this  point,  and  it  is  Just  as  important 
here,  where  the  war  is  coming  home  to 
us  more  and  more  Intimately  every  day. 

The  public  may  see  this  picture  and 
understand  what  our  boys  will  talk 
about  for  years  after  they  come  home, 
without  suffering  unnecessary  pangs  of 
apprehension  and  the  harrowed  feeling* 
aroused   by   sight  of  dead   and   wounded. 

The  new  picture  shows  the  tanks  In 
far  more  thrilling  situations  than  the 
first  picture  of  them,  taken  on  the  day 
they  were  lntoroduced  into  battle  for 
the  first  time.

Our  British  Armlet—A  Survty— Article  II.

'  It  Is  alwaya  a  pleasure  te  visit  the 
British  armies  in  Franco.  The  firm- 
ness of  the  command,  tbe  capacity  of 
tho  staffs,  tbe  splendid  spirit  .and 
equipment  of  ,  tbe  troops'  of  all  arms, 
and  tho  good  comradeship  which  runs 
like  a  oUosr  thread  Utfougb  ail  rank*, 
create  tbo  impreenton  that  our  armies 
Oannot  be  beaten,  and  leavea  us  con- 
vinced that  If  ire  at  homo  have  left 
things  undoa*  which  we  ought  to  have 
done,  every  use  has  been  made  at  tbo 
front  of  all  the  moral  and  material' 
force.  a|  the  disposition  of  our  armies. 
It  is  necessary  for  people  to  roallao 
the  connection  between  the  operations 
of  111*  and  1017.  The  drat  thing  ne- 
cessary in  war  is  to  boat  and  wear 
down  tbe  cbief  armies  of  tho  enemy 
in  tho  principal  theatre,  and  thia  thing 
our  gallant  armies  have  continued  to 
do  since  they  landed  in  France,  On 
tho  Semmo  and  the  Ancre  laat  year 
we  never  left  tho  enemy  a  moment's 
reat  from  July  te  Novambor.  Our  sol- 
di ere  established  a  marked  superiority 
over  him,  wore  him  down  by  continual 
losses,  and  took  from  him  a  large  num- 
ber of  prisoners   end  f una. 

Tha  German  decision  te  retreat  on 

this  front  was  probably  taken  in  De- 
cember owing  to  German  reporta  of 
their  Inability  to  reaist  us  if.  this  year, 
we  recommenced.  The  retreat,  what- 
ever the  German  communiques  may 
say,  was  caused  by  General  Gough'a 
success  an  February  24  which  gave  ua 
tho  observation  over  and  the  command 
of  ap  Important  area  In  the  Mlramont 
direction.  Our  attack  which  began  on 
April  »  and  still  eentlouea  to  develop 
according  te  Plan,  Is  a  continuation  of 
the  ltlt  offenalve,  and  if  on  the  par- 
ticular Somme  and  Ancre  fronts  the 
Germans  preferred  to  scuttle  away  lny 
stead  of  standing  up  to  our  men,  there 
is  really  nothing  to  boast  about  in  the 
■  retreat.  Which  was  a  plain  confession 
of  Inferiority  and  a  submission  to  our 
Initiative.

T/OXDON.  June  11. — The  convention

The  churches  will 
be  represented  by  their  bishops — In  the 
caaf  Of  tha  Presbyterians  by  their  mod- 
erator! whilo  the  chambers  of  commerce 
of  Dublin,  Belfast  and  Cork  will  name 
the|r  own  delegates,  aa  will  each  po- 
litical party. 

Tlie  fifteen  members  to  bo  nominated 
by  tha  Government,  Premier  Lloyd 
George  announoed,  would  be  taken  from 
amend  leading  Irishmen  of  all  sections. 
The  Government,  he  added,  would  pre- 
fer that  the  convention  nominate  its 
own  chairman,  but  tho  Government  was 
prepared  to  name  one  if  necessary. 

The  Irish  Unionist  Alliance  mentioned 
by  tho  Premier  as  among  the  organisa- 
tions, which  also  Include  the  Sinn  Fein, 
to  bo  given  seats  In  the  convention, 
represents  the  Unionists  of  the  South 
of  Ireland.

PBTROGRAD,  June  10,  via  London, 
Juno  11. — The  problems  of  labor  and 
finance  loom  large.  it  is  announced 
Ahaf  conferences  are  to  be  Initiated  by 
the  Ministry  of  Finance  with  a  view 
Of  raising  a  compulsory  Joan.  The  pur- 
chasing power  of  the  rouble  has  fallen 
about  one-sixth.  Tho  hoarding  of  cur- 
ropey  throughout  Russia  is  leading  to 
a  gradual  reversion  to  the  primitive 
system  of  barter. 

There  are  strikes  in  Moscow  and 
other  centres.  They  are  breaking  put 
ngaln  In  Potrograd.  The  situation 
throughout  Russia  bears  one  common 
characteristic,  a  tendency  on  the  part 
of  each  district  to  manage  its  own  af- 
fairs. Soma  parts  of  Russia  are  quiet; 
other*  are  unsettled;  others  again  per- 
turbed. TOO  work  of  reconstituting  tho 
fabric  of  the  state  cannot  be  expected 
to  be  done  In  a  hurry.

Tbe  devastation  wrought  by  the  en- 
emy during  his  retreat  has  covered  him 
with  eternal  infamy,  but  the  military 
effect  of  it  has  not  been  such  as  to 
impede  in  any  serious  manner  the  ad- 
vance of  our  troops.

Our  reglmenta  are 
able  to  construct  excellent  shelters 
from  the  materials  in  the  ruined  vil- 
lages, while  the  Nissan  and  other  types 
of  huts  spring  up  with  mushroom 
growth  en  all  aides  as  thp  armlee  ad- 
vance, and  the  wells  are  quickly  clean- 
ed and  restored.  The  main  and  the 
meat  Indelible  and  lasting  result  of 
German  agvagery  haa  been  to  brand 
the  perpetrators  of  It  aa  enemies  of 
the  human  race,  and  to  harden  the 
hearts  of  all  who  traverse  the  devast- 
ated territory  against  any  form  of  com- 
promlse  with  the  German  barbarian. 

I  confess  to  a  strong  desire,  after 
having  visited  Flfld-Marahal  Sir  Doug- 
las Hal*  and  foor  of  his  army  com- 
manders, to  describe  the  characters'  and 
tho  qualities  of  our  military  chiefs  In 
Franco  and  of  the  excellent  staffs  and 
chief  commanders  under  them.  I  should 
Ilka  *>  write  of  many  army  corps,  divi- 
sional, and  brigade  commanders  and 
to  make  better  known  to  tho  public  the 
mighty  deeds  of  Individual  units  and 
sarvlces.  Great  marvels  have  been  ac- 
complished by  our  armies—these  armies 
of  yesterday  in  conflict  with  fhn  armed 
and  disciplined  enemy  ateeped  In  mili- 
tarism for  a  century — and  I  believe 
that,  were  all  these  deeds  better  known, 
the  fellow-countryman  of  our  heroes 
would  be  greatly  encouraged  and  would 
never  permit  our  regiments  to  be  short 
of  mon,  horses,  and^guns.  But  our  of- 
ficer* and  men  are  not  out  fey  reclame. 
They  are  out  for  victory,  and  with  our 
particular  organisation  It  la  not  easy 
to  name  divisions  which  distinguish 
themselves  without  conveying,  or  at 
least  being  accused  of  conveying.  In- 
formation to  the  enemy-  Sir  Douglas 
Helg  could  mention  the  Canadians  at 
Vlmy  because  there  was  a  whole  army 
corns  ef  them  present,  and  he  eould 
speak  of  them  In  the  mass,  but  had  he 
tried  to  mention  all  the  other  divisions 
of  the  first  and  third  armies  which  also 
fought  so  gloriously,  he  would  have 
been  obliged  to  Identify  them  by  their 
numbdrs,  and  this  cannot,  It  seems,  be 
done.  "What  reslly  matters  1»  that  all 
fought  well,  and  It  is  a  joy  to  see*  how 
tho  practice  of  war  not  only  does  not 
cause  our  armies  to  deteriorate,  but 
steadily  enhances  their  science  and 
their  military  aptitudes.  AH  staffs 
and  .  all  arms  continue  t«  improve. 
Schools  of  every  specialty  are  always 
;  busy  behind  the  Mnes,  discipline  is  rig- 
orously maintained,  and  all  ranks  con- 
tinue to  believe  In  their  superiority  to 
the  enemy.  No  honest  report  upon  tho 
British  armies  In  France  could  be  any- 
thing but  highly  favorable,  and  I  have 
often    been    told    by    officers    of    Allied 

and  neutral  nations  who  have  visited 
our  front  that  they  are  lost  In  admira- 
tion Of  our  troops  and  all  their  ser- 
vices. 

War  Of  Artillery. 
This  war  is  more  one  of  artillery 
Man  any  other  In  the  past,  and  It  re- 
flects great  credit  upon  the  arm  in  the 
•eld  and  upon  munition  workers  at 
1  heme  that  they  should  have  maintained 
this  year  tho  superiority  in  artillery 
wbieh  wao  the  despair  of  the  enemy  on 
the  Homme.  Htndenburg  proposed  to 
double  the  German  output  *last  Winter, 
but  I  have  seen  no  signs  of  It  yet.  Wo 
fool  that  we  are  living  a  sheltered  life 
when  we  stand  between  our  guns  and 
tho  enemy's  in  action.  We  are  masters 
with  the  gun  In  settled  positions,  and 
in  our  preliminary  bombardments  be- 
fore an  attack  the  enemy  la  little  bet- 
ter than  a  passive  register.  Over 
largo  parts  of  our  lino  during  the  at- 
tack of  April  •  tbo  enemy's  gunners 
wore  so  completely  prostrated  that  not 
a  abell  was  fired  at  us  during  the  first 
orltleal  quarter  of  an  hour  of  the  .In- 
fantry attack,  and  thia  waa  certainly 
not  for  waat  of  shells  In  most  cases. 
In  trench  mortars  of  all  calibres  wo 
have  nothing  te  loam  from  the  enemy, 
and  we  pot  only  make  the  life  In  his 
front  trenehos  hell,  but  cut  hie  wire 
with  tboae  mortars  whoa  tho  lines  nro 
near  enough.  I  think  of  our  first  piti- 
ful little  trench  mortar  made  of  staves 
from  a  barrel  tied  np  with  wire,  and 
marvel  when  I  Inspect  the  latest  mod- 
els at  our  trench  mortar  schools.  Wo 
are  slso  well  found  In  gaa  and  let  tbe 
enemy  have  It  In  clouds.  In  heavy 
trench  mortar  bombs,  aad  in  shells.  He 
baa  a  horribly  uncomfortable  looking 
respirator  with  aa  Impermeable  faeo- 
ploco  into  which  Is  fixed  a  drum 
crammed  with  chemicals,  but  all  the 
same  he  dreads  our  gas  and  muat  curse 
the  day— April  S3,  1»l»-when  ho  first 
used  It.  There  la  much  evidence  to 
show  that  ho  suffers  severely  from  our 
ga*  and  wo  eften  forbid  htm  the  use 
of  certain  areas  aad  crossroads,  aad  of 
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communication  trenches  by  night,  by 
the  use  of  gas  shells.  Our  men  have 
complete  protection  from  gas,  thanks 
to  the  box  respirator,  and  tho  P.  H. 
helmet  also  gives  security.  We  have  in 
fact  beaten  tbe  enemy  on  land  In  every 
direction  which  he  baser  vmfwyppupu 
Invention  which  he  haa  produced. 

It  is  tho  name  thing  with  gune  of  all 
calibres.  Wo  cannot  expect  to  be  su- 
perior to  him  in  every  type  of  gun  and 
howitzer,  but,  on  the  whole,  wo  have 
nothing  to  complain  about,  provided— 
and  thia  Is  a  question  to  be  answered 
at,  homo — we  haVe  sufficient  reserves  to 
replace  worn  guns.  The  enemy  has  in- 
creased bis  fleldgun  range  by  some 
J.000  yards,  and  we  should  be  busy  with 
a  reply.  His  8.9-inch  howitzer  is  an 
uncommonly  good  gun,  but  our  6-inch 
is  a  sufficient  answer  to  it.  We  might 
Advantageously  reduce  the  number  of 
our  types  and  of  the  various  typoa  of 
projectiles  with  each  type  of  gun,  and 
I  think  that  wo  need  a  01-Inch  gun 
With  a  range  equal  to  that  obtained  for 
It  by  a  naval  mounting.  The  advan- 
tage of  some  long-ranging  guns  Is  very 
great.  It  stops  the  Irritating  German 
practice  of  placing  guns  Just  out  of 
our  range,  and,  further,  it  compels  the 
enemy  to  draw  back  his  advanced  bases 
and  dumps,  his  light  railheads,  and  his 
advanced  offices,  headquarters  and  aero- 
dromes. To  keep  all  his  billets,  roads 
and  communications  under  fire  by  day 
and  night  for  31,000  yards  In  cear  of  hla 
lines  Is  to  Impose  upon  him  a  grave 
disadvantage,  and  we  shall  only  j  learn 
after  the  war  how  much  our  bombard- 
ments of  his  back  areas  has  dishearten- 
ed him.  Our  rule  must  be  never  to  let 
the  Boche  sleep  till   he   Is  dead. 

I  think  that.  In  spite  of  our  excel- 
lent situation  for  the  moment,  we  must 
Increase  the  supply  of  our  heavy  guns 
and  howltsera,  and  that  we  can  never 
have  tpo  many  of  them.  When  each 
one  of  our  armies  Is  so  found  that  the 
Whole  of  them  can  attack  simultaneous- 
ly we  can  say  that  we  have  done  our 
duty  at  home,  and  even  then  our  Com- 
mander-in-Chief must  have  a  reserve  to 
throw  in  at  points  where  he  wishes  to 
make  himself  particularly  unpleasant. 
There  must  be  no  finality  In  the  matter 
of  guna  and  shells  until  Germany  sur- 
renders, gnd  the  more  guns  we  have 
the  longer  the  front  which  we  can  at- 
tack, and  the  less  the  chance  of  a  Ger- 
man artillery  surprise.  But,  with  all 
this,  the  value  of  the  gun  is  the  value 
ef  the  man  behind  It,  and  we  must 
really  prostrate  ourselves  before  out 
gunners,  our  airmen  and  our  survey 
companies,  who  have  between  them  won 
for  us  these  astonishing  successes  In  a 
field  which  the  Germans  completely 
dominated  two  years  ago.  The  gun- 
ners have  been  great,  and  there  is  no 
praise  too  high  for  them.  Let  us  re- 
.call  with  gratitude  that  had  pot  Mr. 
Lloyd  George  supported  The  Times  and 
thrown  hie  energetla  personality  into 
this  problem  wo  should  never  have 
stood  where  we  stand  today. 
Tbe   Plying    Corps 

With  an  enemy  like  Germany  wo  can- 
not afford  to  slacken  speed  In  the  out- 
put of  men,  guns,  aeroplanes,  or  any- 
thing else  If  we  do  wo  ask  for  trou- 
ble, and  we  asked  for  It  last  Winter 
In  the  Flying  Corps.  The  enemy  made 
a  great  effort  to  suppress  our  flying 
men  who  were  throttling  him,  and  pro- 
duced two  fast  one-seater  battleplanes 
for  every  one  of  his  artillery  scouts, 
"We  were  In  Inverse  proportion,  and  our 
boys  in  the  air  had  an  uncommonly 
warm  time,  and  very  heavy  casualties, 
fighting-  machines  and  scouts  alike.  Did 
the  Flying  Corps  retire  and  leave  the 
field  free  to  the  enemy,  as  the  enemy 
did  when  we  were  superior  last  year? 
To  their  imperishable  honor  they  did 
nothing  of  the  kind,  but  on  the  contrary 
multiplied  their  flights,  took  the,  of- 
fensive regardless  of  losses  with  the 
utmost  hardihood,  and  either  drove  or 
drew  back  the  enomy  from  the  front, 
giving  our  artillery  and  photographic 
aeroplanes  the  chance  of  continuing 
their  invaluable  work  which  was  vital 
for  the  success  of  our  guns.  I  may 
get  into  trouble  for  naming  anybody, 
but  General  Trcnchard  and  his  birds 
will  be  an  inspiring  memory  to  the 
army  when  it  looks  back  at  the  early 
months  of  1917. 

Coming  here  one  perceives  the  folly 
of  criticizing  types  of  machines  used. 
It  Is  no  more  possible  to  say  what  is 
the  best  type  of  aeroplane  than  to  say 
which  is  the  best  type  of  ship,  for  In 
each  case  it  depends  upon  the  use  to 
Which  it  la  to  be  put.  For  fighting, 
scouting,  photographing,  bombing  far 
or  near,  and  for  long-distance  reconnais- 
sance, different  types  are  needed,  and 
as  we  cannot  always  have  all  and 
everything  of  the  best  there  must  oc- 
casionally be  men  In  second-grade  ma- 
chines. There  must  be  pre-dread- 
noughts,  and  there  must  be  light  scouts 
which  are  met  by  faster  scouts.  Wo 
should  have  but  few  birds  In  the  air 
If  we  used  none  but  the  latest  aero- 
plane of  each  type,  and  the  enemy 
would  be  similarly  circumstanced  if  he 
adopted  the  same  practice.  Our  pilots 
are  for  the  most  part  young  fellows  of 
19  or  20.  It  is  an  Impressionable  age, 
and  we  ought  not  to  keep  on  telling 
them  that  they  have  second-grade  ma- 
chines even  If  It  Is  true.  Neither 
should  wo  trust  entirely  to  the  pilots 
for  types,  any  more  than  we  should 
trust  Tod  Sloan  to  choose  us  a  year- 
ling. Bo  far  as  an  amateur  can  Judge, 
I  think  that  our  latest  type  of  fighting 
machine  la  equal  to  the  latest  Gorman, 
and  our  need  ia  for  a  greater  number 
of  them — feat,  one-seater,  fighting  ma- 
chines, each  with  two  guna,  But  If,  wo 
can  go  ahead  full  speed  we  must  also 
remember  .that  we  must  have  a  new 
type  constantly  ready,  and  that  any 
such  typo,  perfected  now,  will  not  reach 
our  armies  under  present  conditions 
before  May.  1918,  at  all  events  In  ap- 
preciable quantities.  It  Is  above  all 
things  necessary  to  curtail  the  time 
between  the  final  approval  of  a  type 
and  its  output  In  large  numbers.  The 
wear  and  tear  of  pilots  and  of  machines 
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This  Is  What 


it  has  looked  like  ever  since  the  opening  day.  Thousands  have  struggled  to  gain  admission ; 
we  have  been  forced  reluctantly  to  close  our  doors  time  and  again;  indeed,  yesterday  being 
the  first  day  that  the  doors  could  actually  be  left  unattended.    Depend  on  it,  there's  a  reason.

is  very  great.  The  life  of  an  aero- 
plane In  France  is  not  more  than  two 
months.  A  pilot  requires  to  fight  for 
two  months  before  he  Is  much  good, 
and  the  strain  Is  so  great  that  few  men 
stand  for  it  for  more  than  three,  Six 
or  nine  months  more.  If  In  face  of  all 
the  Immense  difficulties,  of  which  the 
westerly  winds  have  not  been  the  least, 
our  airmen  fought  their  way  through 
the  early  Spring  of  1917,  and  enabled 
the  guns  to  register  accurately  83  per 
cent  or  the  positions  of  German  bat- 
teries on  a  certain  day  of  battle,  I 
think  that  this  stands  to  their  eternal 
credit,  and  I  make  no  doubt  that  they 
will  continue  to  succeed  If  we  support 
them  handsomely,  and  will.  In  the  con- 
trary event,  perish  gloriously  rather 
than  give  the  enemy  the  air. 
M»D-»owir 

I  ha  vi!  not  sepn  much  said  for  our 
field  survey  companies,  but  I  think  that 
they  deserve  the  greatest  credit.  They 
consist  of  headquarters  which  deal  with 
mapning,  printing,  photographs,  com- 
pilation, artillery  boards  and  distribu- 
tion, aa  well  aa  sections  or  groups 
which  concern  themselves  with  sound- 
ranging  and  observation.  There  are  also 
topographical  sections  with  each  army 
corps.  It  Is  largely  thanks  to  the  skill 
and  industry  of  these  companies  In  co- 
ordinating the  Information  given  by 
photographs,  balloons,  flash -spot  ting, 
and  sonnd-ranglng.  and  by  reproducing 
this  Information  rapidly  on  accurate 
large-scale  maps,  that  the  extraordln« 
ary  efficiency  of  our  counter-battery 
work  has  been  due,  and  Just  a*  I  ad- 
mire the  unselfish  and  untiring  work 
of  the  scientists  who  have  pulled  us 
through  our  gas  troubles,  so  I  admire 
tho  survey  experts  who  have  Joined  the 
army  ind  brought  this  wonderful  work 
to  Us  present  perfection. 

I  'must  reserve  for  some  other  oc- 
casion remarks  on  oar  horses  and  their 
condition,  and  also  upon  tbe  hutting 
question  next  Winter,  which  Is  rather 
a  large  one,  and  shall  close  this  letter 
with  a  word  or  two  on  the  question  of 
men.  Every  military  authority  here 
says  to  me:  If  you  give  us  the  men 
we  wtU  beat  the  Boche  But  no  one 
says  you  have  given  ua  the  men  and 
we  will  beat  tbe  Boche.  I  have  never 
thought,  and  I  do  not  think  npw,  after 
a  good  look  round,  that  we  have  enough 
men  or  enough  divisions  In  the  field. 
The  severity  of  the  fighting  ad  la  to 
tho  sravity  of  the  question. 

The  army  asks  why  the  young  mon 
still  at  home  do  not  Join  for  training, 
ana  why  tho  ojder  men  from  41  to  ie 
d«  not  take  their  places  In  eaaential 
notional  Industries.     The  army  believes 


that  the  Boche  can  oomb  no  mora  and 
that  his  over tii row  depends  on  tho  use 
by  ua  of  the  reserve  of  man-power 
which  we  possess.  The  figures  are 
known  to  many  at  home  and  I  cannot 
give  them  here.  But  I  am  sure  that 
victory  or  defeat  depend  upon  man- 
power, and  that  nothing  else  stands  be- 
tween   us   and   success. 
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BATTLE  STORIES 

FROM  WEST  FRONT 


Aa    Irish     Regular 
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It  was  not  difficult  to  get  this  Irish 
soldier  talking.  He  made  room  at  once 
on  the  bench  on  which  he  waa  sitting, 
and  aeemed  to  welcome  the  prospect  of 
a  quiet  chat.  His  speech  was  as  frank 
as  hla  Irish  face,  and  ho  was  bubbling 
over  with  good  humor  when  he  told 
his  story. 

"My  regiment  is  the  Royal  Dublin.," 
he   said. 

"Ah,"  I  said,  "You're  a  regular  soldier 
then  " 

"'Deed  and  I  am,  sir.  I've  done  eight 
years  In  the  army." 

"Gallipoll,    perhaps  "  « 

"From  start  to  finish.  An'  here's  a 
queer-like  thing.  I've  been  two  yeara 
exactly  on  the  field.  I  was  hit  on  the 
same  day  two  years  after  I  landed  on 
tbe  Peninsula." 

"That's  a  curious  thing — two  years 
exactly  to  the  day!" 

"Two  years  exactly  to  tho  hour.  I 
landed  on  tha  Peninsula  at  half-Beat 
four  on  the  morning  of  the  2.tb  April, 
'fifteen,  and  I  wao  hit  at  half-past  four 
on  tbe  morning  of  tbo  2*th  April,  'aev- 
enteen.  That's  more  than  that,  air.  I 
Just  waa  a  year  in  the  firing  line  in 
France,  but  not  exact   to  tho  day. 

"Then  you-  were  In  France  for  tbo 
Somme  pu.h  " 

"We  were  there  all  right.  It  waa. a 
bit  of  a  startler  after  Egypt,  but  wo 
got  on  all  right — I  mean  with  the  cold. 
We  held  a  bit  of  line  until  the  drat  dor 
of  tho  push,  and  then  we  went  over 
the  top.  We  didn't  get  v*rr  far  laat 
year.  I  waa  a  bit  disappointed  with  onr 
bit,  to  tall  the  troth,  but  the  General 
told  ua  we  had  done  all  right.  We  got 
a  regular  soaking  all  the  same — ma- 
chine guns  In  deep  dug-out.  This  time 
It  waa  different.  Since  the  Easter  aaoa- 
day  we've  been  poshing  forwsrd  stead- 
ily, and  we've  made  the  Uenoaue  tea*. 
As  sure  as  Ood  made  small  apples,  we 
have. 


"We  weren't  in  right  at  the  start  of 
this  push.  We  came  up  from  a  good 
bit.  It  was  queer  passing  over  the  old 
No  Man's  Land,  but  once  you  were 
over,  the  'place  was  different;  tbe  shell 
holes  Instead  of  being  close  together, 
were  more  scattered  like,  getting  fewer 
and  fewer  as  "you  got  up  to  Old  Hln- 
Uenburg's  line.  We  held  that  bit  of 
the  l|ne  for  a  day  or  two  and  then  went 
back  for  a  rest;  .lust  a  day.  Then  wo 
Went  up  at  night  meaning  to  go  over 
tbe  top  In  tho  early  morning. 

"It  must  have  been  about  half-past 
four  when  our  barrage  lifted  to  let  us 
get  Into  the  German  first  line,  and  wo 
were  no  sooner  over  the  'top  than  the 
Germans  put  on  the  neatest  barrage 
you  ever  saw,  crack  to  tbo  minute.  It 
was  better  work  than  their  usual,  but 
it  didn't  stop  ua.  We  were  In  their 
front  trench  as  If  the  Devil  was  after 
us;  we'd  only  about  two  hundred  yards 
to  go.  We  cleaned  thst  out  as  far  as 
we  could  see.  In  passing,  and  then  we 
made  for  the  second  line,  where  wo 
were  to  stop — It  must  have  been  about 
eight  hundred  hundred  yards  further 
on. 

"About  half  way  over  something  hit 
me  a  hell  of  a  smack  in  the  arm  here, 
and  about  ripped  the  pack  off  my  back. 
The  next  thing  was  thst  my  arm  was 
useless,  and  1  knew  it  was  no  good 
going  forward  not  able  to  use  mv  bay- 
onet, so  I  Just  turned  and  strolled  back 
to  the  first  German  trench.  There  was 
the  regimental  stretcher-bearers  there, 
and  one  put  my  field-dressing  on  my 
arm.  We  took  off  what  straps  there 
was  left  on  me,  and  I  got  one  put  un- 
der my  arm  to  support  It.  They  told 
me  tho  hone  was  broke,  and  'deed  there 
was  a  big  enough  hole  In  my  arm. 

"I  legged  It  back  to  the  dressing  sta- 
tion, but  1  had  to  alt  down  half-way 
beside  some  of  the  gunners  that  had 
come  up.  One  of  them  wasn't  ao  busy 
but  that  he  could  give  me  a  drink — my 
water-bottle  bad  been  knocked  off  me. 
I  waa  lucky,  because  It  looked  as  If 
id  got  In  the  way  of  a  hall  of  splin- 
ter., all  my  equipment  waa  In  tatters, 
but  the  arm  was  tbe  only  wound  1  had. 
The  Germans  began  to  pay  attention  to 
tbe  guna  and  the  nine-twos  began  to 
drop  round  about.  1  says  to  myself. 
'This  la  no  place  for  me,  it's  too  dan- 
gerous beside  the  artillery.'  You 
couldn't  see  my  heels  for  dust  after 
that.  I  didn't  stop  ruoalng  tUI  I  got 
to  the  clearing  station." 

"Was  the  attach  a  excess  "  I 
asked. 

"Our  bojre  *•»"•  Id  tho  a  1  rani  Una  by 
the  time   I   had  .made   up   my   mind   to 


turn  back,  and  I  haven't  heard  that 
they  have  been  turned  out  yst.  1  think. 
you  could  safely  say  thst  ths  attack 
Was  a  success;  the  regiment  wants  ;■ 
bit  of  shifting  onee  it's  took  a  bold. 
Tho  Germans  don't  hold  on  worth  • 
damn,  ones  you  gst  in  amongst  Himi; 
they  don't  attack  either,  unless  they'ro 
better  off  for  guns,  and  have  more  men 
than  thorn  that's  holding  .the  trenchi 
they  want  ta  take.  I  oan  see  our  boys'! 
giving  up  some  of  the  strong  lines 
we've  taken  from  them — maybol  ic 
might  be  that  our  boys  would  bo  driven) 
out  of  a  lino— but  not  for  long;  they'll 
bo  beak  In  a  pig's  whisper." 

"I'm  glad  to  hear  you  say  that,"  one] 
was  forced  to  say,  "and  you  think  out* 
men  are  better  than  the  Oerman.J 
then  ■ 

"There's  not  a  shadda'  of  doui.tr 
about  It.  Why,  sir,  sven  the  old  Turk. 
is  a  better  sport  than  the  German,  in, 
hand  to  hand  work  he  would  put  up  a> 
better  fight  over  one  little  hit  of  trench 
than  we'd  have  over  throe  or  forir  oS 
the  German..  The  only  thing  that* 
made,  the  Germans  last  so  long  la  ahelo, 
guns  sod  maehlaes.

The  Archdeacon  has  travelled  exten- 
sively and  lectured  much.  1*  a  man  of 
keen  observation  and  extremely  inter- 
esting and  pleasing  as  a  conversation- 
alist. .  He  has  been  visiting  In  Eng- 
land, and  came  out  from  Liverpool  on 
tbe  88.  Metegama,  and  crossed  Canada 
via  the  C.  P.  R.  He  thinks  British  Co- 
lumbia is  a  beautiful  place,  and  when 
he  reaches  borne  he  wlU  deliver  lecture* 
on  his  trip  "Across  Canada,"  illustrated 
with  elides  showing  views  taken  en 
route. 

After-War 

"One  of  the  greatest  problems  after 
the  war  will  b*  th*  transference  of 
population,"  said  the  Archdeacon.  "I 
heard  Bishop  Bury.  Anglican  bishop  of 
Central  Europe,  tell  a  big  audience  in 
Manchester  that  he  would  like  to  see 
many  of  the  British  Tommies  located 
In  Siberia,  wher*  there  ars  wonderful 
opportunities.     I   do     not     approve    of 

this. 

"We  must  remember  that  the  British 
Empire  consists  of  400,000,000  people, 
of  whom  only  «5,000.000  are  white  peo- 
ple. If  British  ideals  are  going  to  re- 
main on  top  we  must  encourage,  at  all 
costs,  settlement  within  the  Empire. 
In  eome  parts  of  Australia  we  have  one 
person  ,to   1«  square  miles  of  territory. 

"On  the  platform  I  went  for  that  sug- 
gestion of  Bishop  Bury's,  and  I  told 
the  people  that  for  anything  another 
country  can  offer  our  men,  the  British 
Empire  can  offer  one  better,  and  if  they 
did  not  prefer  England  there  was  a 
large  selection  to  draw  from  in  Canada, 
Australia.  New  Zealand,  South  Africa, 
etc.

After  the 
Boer  War  100.000  left  England  and 
went  to  the  United  States.  Looking 
centuries  ahead  and  remembering  that 
we  have  suoh  a  small  white  population, 
it  is  vital  that  we  must  promote  settle- 
ment  within   tbe  Empire. 

Seen   Competition 

"The  competition  between  Canada  snd 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  after  the 
war  both  for  securing  these  men  as 
citizens  and  for  trade  will  be  great. 
Canada  has  the  advantage  of  being 
nearer  the  world's  markets,  while  Aus- 
tralia is  12.000  miles  away,  yet  we  have 
the  advantage*  in  climate  all  the  year 
around  for  tan  Increase  of  produce. 

"Irrigation  Is  only  in  its  Infancy, 
but  In  New  South  Wales  and  Victoria 
it  is  being  pushed  ahead,  and  It  Is  go- 
ing to  be  one  of  our  best  attractions. 
What  has  hindered  us  Is  the  absence  of 
railways.  All  of  our  cities  are  built 
on  the  sea  coast, .  and  railways  have 
been  built  chiefly,  for  the  purpose  of 
connecting  these  cities  by  lines  running 
along  the  coast,  but  now  we  are  build- 
ing extensively  Inland,  so  that  In  fu- 
ture when  a  drought  strikes  one  place 
badly  the  cattle  and  stock  can  be  moved 
elsewhere. 

Wonderful    Wells 

"In  Queensland  the  artesian  wells  are 
*  wonderful  aid.  Underneath  the  north- 
ern section  thsre  are  great  subterran- 
ean rivers  flowing,  the  sources  of  which 
are  still  a  mystery.  On  the  north  there 
are  no  mountain  ranges;  on  the  east 
coast  they  do  not  exceed  2,000  feet:  on 
the  west  coast  they  do  not  exceed 
1,000  feet.  There  Is  a  geological  drop 
from  east  to  west,  therefore,  the  water 
In  those  great  rivers  cannot  come  from 
these  mountain  ranges. 

"Borings  have  been  made  In  some 
places  down  Into  the  bowels  of  the 
earth  a  distance  of  8,000  feet  before 
striking  water,  at  others  1.000  feet. 
The  supply  is  Inexhaustible,  and  when 
the  water  bursts  through  It  shoots 
thirty  or  forty  feet  Into  the  air,  and 
keeps  flowing  day  add  night. 

"The  water,  of  course,  Is  fresh,  and 
of  the  finest  kind,  and  hss  proved  the 
salvation  of  the  great  sbecp  and  cattle 
runs  In  the  north.  Forty  years  ago 
cattle  perished  for  lack  of  water.,  yet 
it  was  underneath  their,  all  the  time. 
amhterraaean  Blvers 
"The  source  of  this  supply  Is  still 
a  mystery.  One  story  is  that  the  water 
flows  underneath  the  bed  of  the  sea 
from  New  Guinea,  where  they  have 
mountains  10,000  feet  high,  separated 
from  Australia  by  ths  Torres  Strait. 
There  are  4,000  artesian  wells  scattered 
throughout  North  Queensland. 

"The  Irrigation  system  is  doing  great 
things  for  Australia  and  in  places  along 
the  River  Murray,  referred  to  as  the 
Nile  of  Australia,  where,  36  years  ago 
nothing  could  be  grown,  today  there  are 
large  orange,  lemon,  raisin  aad  other 
fruit  growing  sections  supporting  big 
populations. 
!  "The  biggest  irrigation  scheme  is  now 
in  New  South  Wales,  where,  at  a  place 
known  as  Barren  Jack,  land  will  be 
irrigated  In  order  to  support  a  popula- 
tion of  200,000  people  by  general  farm- 
ing. At  the  preeent  time  It  Is  only  a 
cattle  run  where  20  men  are  employed." 
sftssbs  ef  Sjakor 
Referring  to  tbe  question  of  labor, 
the  Archdeacon  flrst  recalled  what  pat- 
riotiem  the  women  of  England  were 
showing  by  assisting  with  ths  work 
while  ths  men  were  engaged  In  battle. 
"Tbe  last  Sunday  I  spent  m  the  Old 
Country  was  in  York,"  he  eald,  "and 
there  the  daughters  of  the  vicars,  un- 
verslty  girls,  were  doing  their  thirteen 
hours'  a  day." 

Speaking  of  labor,  generally,  he  said: 
""While  crossing  Csnada  I  noticed  China- 
men working  alongside  of  white  men. 
What  do  you  suppose  if  that  sort  of 
thing  were  attempted  In  Australia?  Our 
policy  Is,  as  you  know,  a  "White  Aus- 
tralia.' and  since  I  have  been  abroad 
on  this  occasion  I  sm  more  convinced 
than  ever  of  the  wisdom  of  tbst  policy. 
We  have  five  million  people,  but  they 
are  practically  all  British.  Our  policy 
le  to  butM  up  under  the  Southern  Cross 
another  British  race.  Canada  Is  300 
years  old,  yet  she  does  not  seem  to 
have  adopted  any  definite  policy  along 
this  line.

REACH  FRONT  LINES

"Very  good,  sir,"  says  the  sergeant- 
major  as  he  salutes  and  goes  out. 

There  arises  a  clattering  on  the  cob- 
bles of  the  farmyard;  voices  call  out 
orders;  the  watercarts  are  filled;  horses 
are  harnessed  to  their  llnrbere;  the  mall 
and  the  ratlone  are  piled  on  their 
wagons;  and  tea  minutes  later  tbe 
whole  column  le  standing  ready  in  the 
dusk,  tho  transport  men  mounted,  the 
quartermaster,  tbe  transport  officer, 
and  a  sergeant  on  foot. 

The  sound  of  a  whistle,  a  straining  of 
horses,  the  cracking  of  a  whip,  and  the 
transport  rumbles  snd  Jolts  out  of  tbe 
fsrmyard  gate  on  Ha  way  towards  the 
trenches.

United  States  Will  Supply  Se- 
attle Firm  With  Material  to 
Build  8,000-Ton  Ships  of 
Robert  Dollar  Type. 


UEATTLE,  June  11—  Negotiation. 
were  concluded  today  between  the 
Ertckson  Shipbuilding  Company,  of  Se- 
attle, and  th«  emergency  shipping  cor- 
poration, tha  Government  organisation 
of  which  Oen.  Goethala  la  tho  head,  by 
which  four  or  more,  probably  fix  la  ail, 
•toe!  merchant  ateamahlpa  of  t,9##  tona 
each  will  be  built  at  Seattle  by  the 
Ericsson  Company. 

The  -veesels   will   be   of    the   atandard 
typo  known  In   the  shipping  board  and. 
on  the  Coaat  aa  the  Robert  Dollar  typo. 
The  total  coot  will  be  between  $7,000,- 
000  and  *8,ooo,ooo. 

The  negotiations  have  been  going  on 
•omo  time.  So  far  ae  known  thla  Se- 
attle Arm  le  tho  only  on*  that  haa  se- 
cured an  agreement  to  build  vessels 
that  baa  not  already  a  yard  In  exist- 
ence. 

Tha  bead  of  tha  Arm  la  C.  J.  Erlck- 
•on,  who  built  the  Mo.  2  drydock  at 
Bremerton,  and  who  had  done  other 
Government  work.  Mr,  Krlokson,  it  Is 
understood,  Is  to  establish  hi*  plant 
Immediately,  with  a  view  to  turning; 
out  completed  steel  ateamahlpa  In  eight- 
een months.  Tho  Government  ia  to  de- 
liver tha  ateel  material.  The  contract 
when  Anally  signed  will  be  on  the 
lump  sum  baala. 

It  developed  alio  at  the  shipping 
board  today  that  the  contracting  Arm 
of  Grant  Smith  As  Co.,  with  offices  In 
Seattle,  Spokane,  Portland  and  else- 
where, la  about  to  enter  tho  wooden 
shipbuilding  business  and  probably  will 
receive  contracts  to  build  for  tho  Gov- 
ernment. It  la  to  eetabiiah  two  yarda, 
one  almost  certain  to  be  at  or  near  Se- 
attle and  the  other  not  yet  made  public. 

Former  Representative  W.  E.  Hum- 
phries haa  been  in  Waahlngton  aince  hia 
retirement  on  March  4  laat,  represent- 
ing the  interests  of  these  two  firms. 
He  ban  been  engaged  aa  counsel  for 
both  tho  Krlckaon  Shipbuilding  Com- 
pany and  Grant  Smith  *  Company. 


NEW  YORK  EXPERIENCES 
A  SHIPBUILDING  BOOM 

According  to  The  New  Tork  Journal 
of  Commerce,  shipbuilding  indnstriea 
are  being  organ  Iced  by  the  score  In  that 
Mate,  and  one  of  the  reasons  attributed 
for  tha  large  Increase  ia  tho  submarine 
menace  with  which  tho  Atlantic  sea- 
board  la  threatened. 

During  the  month  of  May,  according 
to  Tho  Journal  of  Commerce,  shipbuild- 
ing companies  with  a  total  capitalisa- 
tion of  '  #43,000,000  were  Incorporated, 
which  brings  the  grand  total  of  tho 
valuation  of  shipbuilding  enterprlaea  or- 
ganised alnce  the  outbreak  of  tho 
European  war  In  1914  to  $212,000,000. 

Washington  is  experiencing  an  In- 
flux of  similar  enterprises,  for  scarcely 
a  day  passes  but  that  the  wires  herald 
the  recording  of  a  new  shipbuilding  en- 
terprise at  Olympia.  Many  of  these 
concerns  are  about  to  commence  con- 
struction work  on  their  ship  way  a,  while 
a  few  are  already  at  work.

From  all  appearances  It  will  need 
every  vessel  being  built  in  Pacific  Coast 
yarda  or  planned  to  be  built  here  to 
maintain  present  services  to  the  Far 
East,  says  The  San  Francisco  Daily 
Commercial  News. 

Tha  British  Government  is  taking 
mora  and  more  sblpa  from  the  Pacific 
routes  and  It  la  understood  that  the 
"Emprega"  vessels  of  tbo  Canadian  Pa- 
cific Railway  may  be  diverted  at  any 
moment.  The  ships  being  taken  oft  the 
Pacific  .are  being  used  for  the  greater 
part  on  tho  North  Atlantic  to  carry 
foodstuffs  and  munitions  to  Great  Brit- 
ain, France  and  Italy.  More  important 
still,  aome  of  them  will  be  used  during 
the  open  shipping  season  at  Archangel, 
northern  .Russia,  It  la.  also  understood 
that'  tha  British  Government  ia  doing 
all  In  Its  power  to  relieve  tho  conges- 
tion at  Vladivostok.  Freight  cars  and 
locomotive  power  are  badly  needed  on 
the  Trans-Siberian  Railway. 

Shipping  on  the  Pacific  ever  since 
tha  beginning  of  the  war  has  been 
largely  In  the  hands  of  the  Japanese 
and.  present  developments  will  tend  to 
emphasize  thla  condition.  A  tremen- 
dous fillip  has  naturally  been  given  to 
the  Japaaoae  shipbuilding  industry, 
which  la  subsidized  by  the  Government 
to  tho  extent  af  four  or  flva  dollars  a 
ton.  On  a  recent  date  there  were  122 
steamers,  totaling  010,8(0  tons,  under 
construction  la  Japanese  shipyards. 
Much  of  this  shipping  is  being  built  for 
foreign  account.  German  merchant  ves- 
sels, of  course,  disappeared  from  the 
Pacific  shortly  after  tbo  outbreak  of  the 
war. 

It  follows  that  with  British  shipping 
being  progressively  withdrawn  from  the 
Pacific,  freight  rates  have  remained 
largely  under  Japanese  control.  The 
shortage  haa  made  rates  firm  with  a 
constant  tendency  to  rise.  However,  at 
various  times  during  the  war  period 
there  has  bean  more  tonnage  ottering 
from  tha  United  Statea  to  Japan  than 
cargo  to  fill  it.  At  other  times  there 
was  a  reversed  condition,  so  that  In 
westbound  rates  there  has  been  consid- 
erable variation. 

In  oastbound  rates  there  haa  been  a 
fairly  steady  rise.  One  may  note  in 
thle  connection  that  not  long-  ago  tho 
Nippon  Tuaen  Kalsha  established  a  ser- 
vice between  New  York  and  Japan  via 
tho  Panama  Canal.  The  subsidised 
Japanese  linen  have  recently  been  per- 
mitted to  Increase  their  ratea  and  the 
latter  now  more  nearly  approximate  the 
market  levels  established  by  the  non- 
subsldlMd  companies.  Japanese  mer- 
chants enjoy  a  preferential  position  Irv 
regard  to  cargoes  shipped  to  the  United 
States  by  subsidised  lines.  Only  the 
space  not  taken  by  Japanese  merchants 
on  the  ships  of  these  lines  is  available 
tor  Chinese  and  other  Far  Eaatera  ahip- 


Buslness  on  the  Pacific,  is  likely  to 
be  more  and  more  government  con- 
trolled as  the  war  proceeds.  In  taking 
vosedls  oft  tho  Pacific  It  Is  taken  for 
granted  that  Great  Britain  is  acting  In 
ro-operatlon    with    her    Allies.

Local  shipping  men  w«re  much 
amazed  to  read  the  following  news 
Item  in  The  Sunday  Seattle  Times  un- 
der the  heading  "Former  Cruiser  Strikes 
on  Reef."  The  steamship  Eva  Marie 
referred  to  la  in  reality  a  small  wooden 
freighter  owned  by  Capt.  V.  Jacopoon, 
of  Victoria.  She  waa  at  on*  time  cailsd 
the  Rainbow  andL was  recently  wrecked.. 
Of  courae  the  naval  authorities  and  .a 
few  others  know  where  the  Canadian 
cruiser  Rainbow  is,  but  they  own't  tell. 
The  Times  says: 

"Advices  received  from  British  Co- 
lumbia last  night  report  that  the 
steamship  Eva  Marte/  owned  by  the 
Canadian'  Sulphite  Company  of  Vancou- 
ver and  formerly  well  known  as  tha 
Canadian  cruiser  Rainbow,  ran  ashora 
yesterday  on  Helmcken  island,  thirty 
miles  north  of  Seymour  Narrows.  It  1a 
feared  that  she  Is  a  tots!  lost,  though 
the  engines  and  boilers  may  be)  salved. 

"Tbo  vessel  waa  bound  to  .Vancouver 
from  a  salmon  cannery  in  Northern 
British  Columbia  with  a  full  cargo.  All 
hands  were  saved.  According  to  the 
details  received,  tha  Eva  Marie  "Jumped" 
a  roef,  being  earned  over  on  outer  row 
Of  rocks  by  a  gigantic  aaa.  No  other 
details  were  received. 

"Aa  tho  gunboat  Rainbow,  the  vessel 
figured  promptly  tho  Srst  year  of  tho 
war  In  operations  oa  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
At  one  time  the  little  vessel's  ofitcoro 
believed  they  had  boon  overhauled  by 
tha  German  cruiser  Leipzig,  and  they 
cleared  their  ship  for  action,  intending 
to  fight  to  tha  finish  against  fearful 
odds.  Tha  other  veesel.  however,  turned 
out  to  bo  a  merchantman.'' 
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The  Grand  Trunk  Pacific  stoamahtp 
Prince  Rupert,  which  went  aahore  on 
the  west  coast  of  Genn  Island,  just 
this  side  of  Prince  Rupert,  early  on 
the  morning  of  March  22  and  was  a 
month  later  drydocked  at  Esquimalt  for 
repairs,  will  be  floated  out  of  the  grav- 
ing- basin  on  Wednesday,  June  20,  and 
turned  over  to  the  G.T.P.  on  Saturday, 
June  22,  when  aho  will  be  in  readiness 
to  inaugurate  the  Alaska  tdurlat  sail- 
ings, in  conjunction  with  the  steamer 
Prince  George,  leaving  Victoria  oo 
Monday,  June  25. 

Messrs.  Tarrows,  Limited,  who  had 
the  contract  for  repairs  in  hand,  has 
made  a  good  Job  of  the  Rupert,  and 
she  is  now,  in  every  respect,  in  as  good 
condition  as  before  the  unfortunate 
mishap  which  befel  her  while  navigating 
through  a  blinding  snowstorm. 

The  steamera  Prince  Rupert  and 
Prince  GeorgO  carried  a  record  number 
of  tourists  to  Alaska  last  year  and 
everything  points  to  a  busy  season  for 
both  the  G.T.P.  and  the  CP.R.  boats 
operating  to  the  North  this  Summer. 

The  SS.  Prince  George  left  port  at  10 
o'clock  yesterday  morning  bound  for 
Prince  Rupert  and  Anyox,  via  Vancou- 
ver, carrying  a  big  load  of  passengers.

Troup  regarding  the  main  engines  of 
these  vessels,  but  the  plans  were  inad- 
equate for  the  locpl.  firms  to  base  any 
figures  npon  them.'  '  The  complete  draw- 
ings and  sjneclflc'ailona  are  daily  ex- 
pected, as  it  Is  understood  that  they 
have  been  dispatched  from  Ottawa. 

The  committee  of  the  British  Colum- 
bia Metal  Trades  Association  has  been 
arranging  a  scheme  for  the  building  of 
the  ma|n  englnea  by  local  concerns, 
which  scheme  Is  devised  to  utilize  every 
engineering  shop,  and  for  each  one  to 
turn  out  the  part  or  ports  which  its 
organisation  and  equipment  la  most 
adaptable  to.  both  with  regard  to  rapid- 
ity of  construction  as  well  as  economy 
in  cost. 

It  Is  reported  that  engines  similar  to 
those  intended  for  the  British  Colum- 
bia-built vessels  are  at  present  under 
construction  In  the  East,  but  It  Is  pre- 
sumed that  these  engines  are  not  In- 
tended for  any  vessels  building-  in  this 
Province. 

Local  roncerna  are  very  enthusiastic 
with  regard  to  the  construction  of  these 
engines,  and  It  is  hoped  that  before 
long  some  definite  procedure  will  have 
been  adopted,  otherwise  the  halls,  con- 
tracts for  which  have  already  been  let, 
will  be  complete  before  the  main  en- 
glnea are  ready  to  be  Installed.

Juno  11.— An  agree- 
ment on  the  Canadian  fisheries  dlapute 
haa  been  practically  reached  whereby 
American  fishermen  landing  their 
catches  In  an  Alaskan  port  aaa  tran- 
sport them  by  steamer  to  Ptince  Bu- 
port  and  the*  ship  them'  In  bond  with- 
out undue  discrimination  against  the 
United  Statea.  Conflicting  notional  in- 
terests in  the  North  Pacific  Saherlea 
have  lad  ta  a  very  serious  sltust ion.  re- 
sulting In  reprisals  and  bitter  feeling 
along  tho  coast.  The  American  fisher- 
men contended  that  the  Canadians  hare 
attracted  them  ta  Canadian  ha  aaa  asd 
then  pieced  such  difficulties  In  their 
way  sa  to  render  their  continued  oper- 
ation Impeeatnta.

June  11.— Last  weeks 
sever,  decline  In  local  bank  reserve*, 
and  the  result  In  a  call  money  »  per 
cent  rate  were  tha  restraining  Influances 
today  In  the  irregular  and  more  narrow 
market.  The  shorts  availed  themselves 
of  these  developments  to  engage  In  a 
series  of  attacks,  which  culminated  In 
general  heaviness  at  the  close.  Another 
break  In  Russian  exchange  to  the  new 
minimum  of  24%,  and  a  further  absence 
of  demand  for  Russian  Government 
bonds,  was  inexplicable  to  dealers  in 
exchange  In  view  of  the  conditions  re- 
ported  from   Petrograd. 

For  want  of  some  definite  reason,  the 
heaviness  of  United  States  Steel  was 
ascribed  to  last  Saturday's  tonnage 
statement,  which  reported  a  moderata 
decrease  In  unfilled  orders  for  May 
frcra  the  high  record  set  for  previous 
month.  Steel's  best  quotation  of  the 
day  waa  132,  made  at  the  opening,  from 
which  it  fell  to  IIS  %,  closing  at  a 
slight  fraction  over  its  minimum,  mak- 
ing a   net   loss   of   2    points. 

Industrial  Alcohol  declined  from  16b 
to  160  V,,  closing  at  1(2%,  a  loss  of  al- 
most 4  points.  Central  Leather  also 
moved  In  like  manner,  forfeiting  Its 
extreme  advance  of  almost  S  points. 
Stptora  and  the  metals  surrendered  early 
advances.  Shippings  and  coalers  and 
oils  at  no  time  got  out  of  an  irrsgular 
rut,  and  rails  fell  back  after  their  mid- 
day  apurt.

ROYAL  SOCIETY  OF 

CANADA  PROGRESSES 

Thirty-six  years  ago  on  the  Invita- 
tion of  our  then  Governor-General,  His 
Excellency  the  Marquis  of  Lome,  a 
few  gentlemen  prominent  In  Literature 
and  Science,  designated  by  him  as  pro- 
visional officers,  met  December  39  to 
consider  a  memorandum  from  him  re- 
lating to  the  formation  of  "an  Insti- 
tute. Academy  or  Society  for  thd  pro- 
motion of  Literature  and  8cience  In  the 
Dominion  of  Canada."  It  was  unani- 
mously decided  to  suggest  to  His  Ex- 
cellency a  provisional  beats  for  the 
constitution  of  such  society,  some  of 
the  more  prominent  features  being  that 
the  title  of  the  society  upon  the  sanc- 
tion of  Her  Majesty  Queee  Victoria 
should  be  The  Royal  Society  of  Canada 
for  the  Promotion  of  Literature  and 
Science  within  the  Dominion:  that  the 
members  be  persona  resident  In  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  or  In  Newfound- 
land who  had  published  original  works 
or  momolra  of  merit  or  had  rendered 
eminent  services  to  Literature  or  to 
Science:  and  that  the  Society  should 
consist  of  two  departments,  represent- 
ing Literature  and  Science,  respective- 
ly, divided  into  four  sections,  namely 
(1)    French    Literature,    with    History,

that  the  number  of  members  In  each 
section  be  limited  to  twenty  (at  a  later 
period  increased  to  forty);  and,  fur- 
ther^ that  tha  original  gnsmbers  bo 
nominated  by  Hla  Excellency,  that  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Society  be  held 
at  such  time  and  place  as  His  Excel- 
lency might  appoint,  that  the  head- 
quarters of  the  Society  bo  in  Ottawa, 
and  that  It  shall  hold  at  least  one  gen- 
eral meeting  annually  at  such  times 
and  places  aa  might  be  determined. 
These  end  some  other  suggestions  re- 
lating to  the  Society  having  been  ap- 
proved by  Hla  Excellency  and  other 
preliminaries  having  been  arranged  by 
the  Provisional  Council,  the  new  So- 
ciety held  Its  first  meeting  in  the  Rail- 
way Committee  Room,  Parliament 
Buildings,  Ottawa,  on  Thursday,  May 
IS,  1SS2,  and  stsrted  on  what  now  may 
be  fairly  called  Its  long  and  honorable 
career. 

The    First    Offtcars    of   the   SJoototy 

Following  are  the  names  of  the  of- 
ficers 'for  the  organisation  and  the 
first  session  of  the  Society.  A  genera- 
tion has  passed  since  that  historic  day 
and  it  is  a  melancholy,  though  not  a 
surprising  fact,  aa  they  were  all  no 
longer  young,  that  all  of  them  have 
pasaed  away.  Our  older  readers  will 
be  able  to  recall  their  place  Individual- 
ly in  the  educational,  literary,  scienti- 
fic or  political  world:  President,  J.  W. 
Dawson.  C.M.G.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.;  vice- 
president,  Hon.  P.  J.  O.  Chauveau, 
LL.D.;  presldsnts  of  sections — (1),  3. 
M.  Le  Molne,  Faucher  <le  St.  Maurice, 
MP.;  (2),  Daniel  Wilson,  LL.D.;  Gold- 
win  Smith,  M.A.;  (3),  T.  Sterry  Hunt, 
M.A.,  LL.D.,  F.R.S.,  Charles  Carpmael, 
MA.  ;  (4),  A.  R.  C.  8elwyn,  LL.D, 
F.R.8.,  George  Lawson,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.;

It  would  be  interesting  If  space  per- 
mitted to  give  also  the  names  of  the 
sixty  members  present  at  the  first 
meeting,  but  It  Is  not  possible.  A  few 
are  with  us  still,  among  whom  are  the 
veterans.  Col.  G.  T.  Denlson,  of  To- 
ronto, and  Sir  James  A.  Grant,  of  Ot- 
tawa, but  the  great  majority,  like  Louis 
-H; — Frechette,  George  Paxton  Yottng, 
Alpheus  Todd  and  Principal  Grant,  live 
,  only  In  the  memory  of  their  country- 
men, and  the  records  of  their  time. 
Alms  aad  Objects  of  the  Society 

At  the  formal  opening  of  the  first 
session  His  Excellency,  accompanied 
by  the  Marchioness  of  Lome,  Princess 
Louise,  In  the  presence  of  a  'arge 
number  of  representative  citizens  of 
Ottawa,  welcomed  the  members  of  t  lie 
Society,  and  outlined  the  object  aimed 
at  In  Its  Institution.  It  was  an  at- 
tempt to  have  meetings  at  the  capital 
from  time  to  time  a  body  of  men 
whose  achievements  would  entitle  them 
to  recognise  and  ensourage  the  appear- 
ance of  merit  in  Literature,  and  to  lead 
In  Science  and  the  useful  application 
of  its  discoveries.  The  meeting  to- 
gether of  eminent  men  would  contri- 
bute to  tfnlte  on  a  common  ground 
thoae  beat  able  to  express  the  thoughts 
and  Illustrate  the  history  of  the  time. 
It  would  serve  to  strengthen  emula- 
tion among  Canadians  themselves,  for 
the  discussion  of  progress  made  in 
other  lands  must  breed  the  desire  to 
push  the  intellectual  development  of 
our  own.  "Our  countrymen,"  he  argued, 
'will  recognize  that  in  a  body  of  gen- 
tlemen drawn  from  all  our  provinces 
and  conspicuous  for  their  ability  there 
will  be  a  centre  around  which  to  rally. 
They  will  see  that  the  welfare  and 
strength  of,  growth  of  this  association 
shall  be  impeded  by  no  small  Jeal- 
ousies, no  carping  spirit  of  detraction, 
but  shall  be  nourished  by  a  noble  mo- 
tive common  to  the  citizens  of  the  re- 
public of  letters  and  to  the  students 
of  the  free  world  of  nature;  namely, 
the  destrs  to  prove  that  their  land  In 
not  inaenaible  to-  the  glory  which 
springs  from  numbering  among  its 
sons  those  whose  success  will  become 
the  heritage  of  mankind." 
Orowth    aad    Progress    of    the    Society 

Whether  this  high  Ideal  outlined  by 
His  Excellency  has  been  fully  realized 
we  shall  not  now  undertake  to  deter- 
mine. It  Is  enough  at  present  to  rec- 
ognise that  the  Institution  which  he 
helped  to  found  and  of  wh*?h,  as  the 
first  president,  Dr.  .1.  D.  Dawson,  hap- 
pily observed,  he  had  undoubtedly  a 
personal  as  well  an  a  hereditary  right 
to  be  the  patron,  has  belied  the  fears 
of  those  who  regarded  tMe  enterprise 
as  premature  and  that,  like  some  ten- 
der plant  too  early  exposed  to  the  frost 
of  the  Canadian  Springs,  it  would  be 
nipped  and  perish.  The  Society  has 
lived  and  flourished  for  thirty-five 
years,  and  as  Its  yearly  transactions 
show,  has  don.  much  to  promote  and 
record  national  progress  in  Literature 
and  Science.  Notwithstanding  all  that 
has  been  done  In  these  ad:  cctlons,  It 
Is  to  be  presumed  thst  the  same  mind 
that  was  In  the  first  president  con- 
tinues in  the  Society  as  a  whole:  "In 
Canada  at  present;  whither  In  Science, 
in  Literature,  In  Art  or  In  Education, 
wh  look  around  In  vain  for  anything 
that  Is  fully  ripe.  We  see  only  the 
rudiments  and  beginnings  of  things, 
but  if  these  are  healthy  ant*  growing, 
we  should  regard  them  with  hope, 
should  cherish  and  nurture  them  as 
germs  of  greater  things  in  the  future." 

Th.  Approaching   Masting 

That  the  Royal  Society  of  Panada 
is  healthy  and  growing  Is  quite  evi- 
dent from  the  programme  of  the  meet- 
ings at  Ottawa  on  May  22,  23  and  24. 
In  the  French  Literature  and  History 
Section,  which  is  still  given  the  first 
place,  there  are  IS  papers:  In  English 
Literature,  History,  etc.,  15  papers:  In

The  Goal  Miners'  Strike 

The  Lethbrldge  Herald,  published  in 
Alberta,  recently  published  the  follow- 
ing information  concerning  the  coal 
miners'    strike    situation: 

"President  John  P.  White,  of  the  In-" 
ternational  United  Mine  Workers  of 
America,  from  his  office  at  Indian- 
npolln,  wired  all  local  unions  in  U.  M. 
W.  of  A.  District  18,  ordering  that  work 
be  resumed  at  once.  The  district  ex- 
ecutive of  District  No.  18  thereupon 
notified  all  local  unions  throughout  the 
district  to  disregard  the  orders  of  In- 
ternational President  White,  and  to  re- 
main on  strike  until  other  orders  go 
out  from  Fernle,  the  headquarters  ot 
the  district.  That  Is  the  strike  situa- 
tion, indicating  that  all  Is  chaos  within 
the   union. 

"During  the  past  ten  days,  Interna- 
tional President  White  and  his  advisers, 
Frank  Hayes  and  William  Green,  have 
been  carefully  considering  the  situa- 
tion in  District  No.  18.  They  have  been 
in  communication  with  Ottawa,  and 
with  the  district  executive  of  District 
No.  18,  and  meanwhile  International 
Hoard  Member  Rees.  of  this  district  has 
been  in  Indianapolis.  After  consider- 
ation of  the  whole  question,  'and  of  the 
attempts  which  to  date  have  been  made 
to  settle  the  strike,  the  International 
executive  has  ordered  that  all  negotia- 
tions which  have  so  far  taken  place 
shall  be  disregarded;  that  the  miner* 
shall  go  back  to  work  at  the  same 
wages  as  were  being  paid  on  March  31. 
InclTlfling  the  two  war  bonuses,  and  that 
new  negotiations  shall  start  from  there. 
the  men  working  In  the  meantime.  It 
the  men  will  do  this,  the  International 
exectuive  promises  them  that  a  com- 
mittee from  the  headquarters  of  the 
union  at  Indianapolis  will  visit  District 
No.  18,  and  will  endeavor  to  negotiate 
an  agreement  which  will  give  the  men 
here  the  same  Increases  as  have  been 
granted  in  the  various  districts  in  the 
T'nlted  States.  This  proposed  new 
agreement  will  be  sumbltted  to  a  refer- 
endum of  the  miners  of  the  district.*-

The  Fernle  Free  Press,  after  dealing

Last  Summer,  a  considerable  amount 
of  development  was  carried  out,  chief- 
ly on  the  Tom  Moore  claim  of  the  Bono 
group.  Mr.  Ryan  now  has  a  crew  ot 
twelve  men  worktng  on  the  Soho  claim 
of  the  group.  On  this  claim  a  abaft 
waa  sunk  SS  feat  some  years  ago,  and 
a  number  of  carloads  of  ore  taken  out. 
This  shaft  has  this  Spring  been  aunk  an 
additional  20  feet,  and  from  the  bottom 
a  drift  has  been   run  north   2S   feet. 

The  northern  drift,  which  runs  la  the 
direction  of  the  Rambler,  opened  what 
Mr.  Ryan  considers  a  very  promising 
vein.  While  the  oreshoot  at  present 
displayed  is  small.  Mr.  Ryan  states  that 
the  value  Is  good,  and  the  Indications 
are  that  the  shoot  will  soon  widen  out. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  a  south 
drift,  and  from  this  time  onward  work, 
will    prodeed    in    both    directions. 

Mr.    Bruce   Kirk,   of  New   Denver,  has 
been  appointed  foreman  of  the  property. 
What  Are  the  Prospects? 

Old  timers  took  I2.0SS.O0S  from  Thi- 
bert  Creek  and  its  tributaries,  we  are 
told.  The  official  records  show  leas 
than  that  amount,  but  quantities  of 
gold  were  doubtless  waahod  that  never 
were  reported.  Aa  the  shallow  dig- 
gings along  the  creek  became  exhaust- 
ed, people  explored  the  benches  higher 
up  for  tho  sources  of  supply,  and  In 
thia  way  found  the  ancient  river  chan- 
nel. For  a  mile  and  a  half  along  the 
southern  bank  of  Thibert  creek,  extend- 
ing eastward  from  the  mouth  of  Berry 
creek,  the  old  channel  is  evidenced  by 
ar.  unbroken  line  of  rim-rock.  Along 
the  front  of  lease  No.  10,  this  old  chan- 
nel Is  cut  into  by  the  present  creek  for 
perhaps  1,000  feet  or  more,  then  it 
swings  into  the  higher  ground  and  con- 
tinues unbroken,  to  the  eastern  bound- 
ary of  the  property.  Wherever  this 
rim  rock  waa  exposed,  and  particularly 
along  the  frontage  of  leases  8  and  9,  or 
wherever  else  the  surface  Indications 
seemed  to  be  propitious,  old-timers  tun- 
nelled In  and  drove  their  drifts  until 
ground  water  or  poor  ventilation  made 
them  quit.  One  of  these  old  workings 
in  ground  at  the  lower  end  of  the  prop- 
erty extending  1,000  feet  across  tho 
channel — a  system  of  drifts  and  cross 
drifts —  gave  up  $30,000  In  gold  before 
bad  air  compelled  abandonment.  An- 
other, though  somewhat  less  extensive, 
and  in  ground  about  a  mile  above  the 
first,  gave  up  800,000,  while  a  small 
patch  of  ground  covering  5,000  square 
feet  of  bedrock  near  the  mouth  ot 
Berry  creek,  produced  $S0,O0S  for  its 
owners.  At  a  point  not  far  from  the 
letter,  the  company  Itself  In  1S0S  won 
$17,000  after  &0  days  of  piping.  These 
old  workings  are  distributed  pretty  wall 
over  the  company's  holdings,  and  while 
they  have  little  more  than  scratched  the 
pay,  they  have  nevertheless  seryad  to 
explore  the  ground  thoroughly.  Tho 
company  has  conducted  further  explor- 
ations of  Its  own  from  tlma  to  time  by 
sinking  shafts  and  driving  tunnels.  But 
in  addition  to  the  knowledge  derived 
f:om  exploratory  drifting,  the  formation 
of  the  channel  itself  may  be  clearly 
seen  in  cross  section  at  points  where 
the  waters  of  Five-Mile.  Boulder,  and 
Berry  creeks  hav.  cut  through  the  over- 
laying clays  and  gravels.  In  fact,  the 
only  portions  of  the  bed  of  Thibert 
creek  that  proved  profitable  in  the  old 
days  of  placer  diggings,  were  patches 
of  ground  near  the  Outlets  of  tributaries 
that  cut  through  the  bed  of  this  old 
channel.  Hence  Thibert  creek  waa  aaid 
to    have    been    "spotted." 

It  may  be  taken  aa  a  fact,  therefore, 
that  the  company's  ground  has  keen 
thoroughly  explored  and  that  the  extent 
and  value  of  its  giavels  are  well  known. 
Based  upon  such  knowledge  it  must  be 
admitted  that  Us  owners  are  warranted 
In  expecting  a  good  return  from  opera- 
tions. Yet  as  we  review  the  course  ot 
events  since  1901,  when  Mr.  Ham  field 
first  commenced  to  sluice,  resulta  have 
been  disappointing.  With  the  exception 
of  the  past  three  seasons,  under  Mr. 
Teuton,  every  year  has  seen  its  ahut- 
down  or  accident;  the  property  waa  al- 
ways going  to  pay,  and  pay  well,  but 
somehow  it  never  did.  Working  la 
proven  ground  of  known  extent,  there 
must  have  been  some  reason  for  this 
poor  showing;  sdme  underlying  causa 
which  prevented  the  realisation  ot 
profits  that  the  owners  had  every  right 
to   expect.

about  US  daya.  Tea  quantity 
Ulnty  of  the  water  supply  la  dependent 
upon  the  amount  of  snowfall  and  the 
rate  at  which  the  snow  malts  after 
warm  weather  aeta  In.  There  Is  al- 
ways «  period  of  high  water  and  Spring 
froaheta  at  tho  beginning  of  th*  atosow 
which  usually  laata  throughout  the 
month  of  June,  and  tala  la  fallowod  by 
a  dry  apell  and  hot  weather.  Toward 
the  end  of  July  and  generally  through- 
out the  whole  month  of  August,  there  Is 
^fwy  little  water  flowing  In  the  creeks. 
But  the  flow  Increases  after  the  arrival 
of  tho  Fall  rains  in  September,  and 
there  is  generally  aufflcient  water  then 
to  round  off  the  aeaaon  nicely.  Tho 
lecal  superintendent  should  thoroughly 
understand  this  fluctuation  In  the  flow 
of  water  and  plan  hla  campaign  accor- 
ringly.  He  will  have  mora  water  than 
he  can  haadly  at  tho  beginning  of  tho 
season:  there  will  be  scarcely  enough 
to  supply  one  machine  during  Julv  ana 
August,  but  the  supply  will  increase  In 
September.  Although  1915  waa  a  very 
dry  year,  and  perhaps  not  typical  of 
an  average  dry  season.  It  will  serve  to 
illustrate  the  fluctuations  of  the  water 
supply.  Actual  mining  was  commenced 
on  May  S,  when  a  double  ohift  was  put 
on.  Hydraulicking  waa  carried  on  con- 
tinuoualy  until  July  IS.  when  the  watet 
supply  commenced  to  fall  off.  and  from 
this  time  on  it  was  necessary  to  store 
the  water  for  a  time  each  day  and  run 
intermittently.  The  uaual  Fall  raina 
did  not  occur  thia  season,  so  that  tha 
superintendent  ha  1  to  continue  opera- 
lions  with  an  Interrupted  flow  even 
throughout  September.  Piping  waa  dis- 
continued in  October. 

The  present  water  supply  Is  derived 
from  Berry  creek  and  Ita  trtbutartea, 
augmented  by  a  fork  of  Frenoh  cteek 
and  two  of  the  forks  of  upper  Deaae 
creek.  These  latter  are  diverted  to 
Berry  creek  by  means  of  flumes  and 
ditches.  During  high  water  Berry 
creek  thua  augmented  will  supply  2.000 
miners'  inches  and  more,  but  tho  sup- 
Ply    decreases    as    the    season    advances,

As  nothing  was  put  In  the  estimates  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year  for  the  Increases 
II  was  pointed  out  that  other  civic  ex- 
penditures must  be  curtailed  or  some  em- 
ployees discharged.  The  latter  course,  the 
engineer  said,  would  result  In  decreased 
efficiency,  particularly  In  boulevard  main- 
tenance and  garbage  codlectlon  at  this  time 
or  the  year. 

Alderman  Peden  declared  that  It  would 
be  impossible  to  reduce  the  staff  on  gar- 
liagp  collection,  as  it  is  already  too  small, 
complaints  pouring  In  from  all  .  parts  of 
the  city  over  the  failure  of  the  collections 
to    be   made    regularly. 

As  the  aldermen  wanted  time  to  look  In- 
'to  the  question  and  sense  public  opinion, 
it  was  decided  to  take  no  action  until  next 
week.

AGAIN  SEEK  TO 

CHECK  SPEILERS 


Regulations  to  chek  spielers  from  shout- 
ing, frightening  trarelers  and  making  nuis- 
ances of  themselves  at  the  docks  are  be- 
ing prepared  by  City  Prosecutor  Harrison 
and  a  committee  of  aldermen.  The  coun- 
cil last  night  decided  that  this  should  be 
done,  following  ihe  report  from  City  Bo- 
Ucltor  Hannlngton  that  at  the  last ,  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  he  had  secured 
powers  by  which  the  city  can  control  such 
Individuals.  The  city  has  been  trying  for 
several  years  to  curb  the  activities  of  cer- 
tain   runners    who    meet    the    boats. 

By  the  amendment  to  the  Municipal  Act, 
the  city  now  has  power  to  prevent  or  pro- 
hibit persons  In  streets  or  at  wharves, 
docks,  piers,,  steamboat  landings,  railway 
stations,  and  public  places  from  soliciting 
or  Importuning  others  to  ride  or  travel  In 
or  employ  any  vehicle,  or  to  go  to  any 
tavern,  hotel,  Inn,  boarding-house,  or  lodg- 
ing-house, and  for  prohibiting  shouting,  the 
l.se  of  megaphones,  ami  other  noisy  con- 
duct In  or  at  any  such  streets,  wharres, 
docks,  piers,  steamboat  landings,  railway 
stations  or  public  places." 


CHIEF  ASKS  MORE 

MAIN  CAPACITY 


Fire  Chief  Davis  last  night  Informed 
the  Council  that  because  of  Inadequate 
water  main  connection,  his  department  waa 
handicapped  in  fighting  the  fire  at?  the  mills 
of  the  Cameron  Lumber  Co.,  on  Garbally 
noad.  last  week.  This  mill  Is  protected 
by  one  six-Inch  main  down  Garbally  Road, 
with  a  four-Inch  extension  down  Selkirk 
Road,  with  hydrants  at  both  dead  ends. 
Where  the  department  should  hare  had 
not  less  than  six  to  eight  streams  on  the 
fire,  it  could  only  get  three.  It  was  Im- 
possible to  take  suction  from  the  harbor 
because  of  the  low  tide.  The  chief  recom- 
mends that  an  eight-Inch  main  be  laid 
from  Gorge  Road,  down  Dunedln  Street, 
acroas  the  mill  property  and  connected 
with  the  present  slx-lneh  main  on  Gar- 
bally Road.  He  says  this  would  Insure 
an  adequate  supp*ly  of  water  and  give  at 
least   five   streams. 

City  Bngineer  Rust  has  been  Instructed  to 
report   on   the   coat   of  such   work. 


Oonsorlptlon. 


Conscription  Is  not  the  most  endear- 
ing term  In  our  vocabulary.  It  la  al- 
most entirely  an  old  world  Institution, 
and  In  reading  of  former  wars  waged 
for  glory  and  conquest  our  sympathy- 
went  out  to  the  conscript  who  was  a 
mere  pawn  in  the  game,  sacrificed  at 
the  whim  of  the  war  lord.  If  not  wel- 
comed it  is  today  tolerated  by  practi- 
cally  every   cltlcen    in   Canada. 

Three  years  ago  in  Canada  conscrip- 
tion was  abhorrent.  At  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  not  a  voice  was  raised  in 
its  favor.  Leading  men  of  all  parties 
declared  it  must  never  be  enforced  In 
Canada.  Two  years  ago  voluntary  en- 
listment was  producing  excellent  ro* 
suits,  and  no  one  had  the  temerity  to 
advocate  conscription.  One  year  ago 
when  voluntary  enlistment  was  falling 
off  some  raised  their  voices  foe  It,  but 
the  political  leader  who  would  have 
adopted  It  aa  the  policy  of  his  party 
would  have  been  bold  Indeed.  Today 
the  leader  who  would  oppose  conscrip- 
tion would  be  execrated. 

The  moment  Sir  Robert  Borden  felt 
there  was  a  need  to  support  such  ac- 
tion he  announced  It  was  the  policy  of 
his   Government. 

The  Canadian  press,  both  Conserva- 
tive and  Liberal,  give  the  measure  sup- 
port. They  could  do  nothing  else. 
Some  of  the  Liberal  papers  however, 
whose  only  policy  Is  to  knock,  criticize 
Sir  Robert  Borden  because  he  did  not 
introduce  conscription  months  ago. 
Why  did  not  the  Liberal  leaders  advo- 
cate It  months  ago?  The  House  has 
been  in  session  several  months,  yet 
not  a  member  raised  his  voice  for  con- 
scription. It  was  the  privilege  and 
duty  of  every  member  to  voice  his 
convictions.  Fear  of  the  crack  of  the 
party  whip  and  perhaps  of  the  loss  of 
a  few  votes  kept  all  silent.  Perhaps 
the  honorable  members  had  no  convic- 
tions. Some  of  the  groat  daily  papers 
only  discovered  they  had  previous  con- 
viction* when  Sir  Robert  announced 
his  policy.  They  were  neither  "hold 
enough  to  toe  honest  nor  honest  enough 
to  too  bold."  The  people  may  toe  trust- 
ed to  appraise  such  criticism. — Vancou- 
ver Sua.
